Chief of Imperial Staff Tells 
Press 200,000 Tons of Munitions 
Were Used in France During the 
Last Five or Six Weeks—Wants 
Aid of Newspapers.

LONDON, May 12.-—Gen. Sir. 
William R. Robertson, chief of the 
Imperial Staff at. army headquar- 
ters, declared in an address tonight 
that in the last five or six weeks 
the British had experded 200,000 
tons of ammunition in France 
alone. He was speaking at the 
anniversary dinner of the News- 
paper Press Fund. 

Referring to the British soldiers 
who first went to France, Gen. 
Robertson said they were battered, 
bruised, And sometimes beaten to 
their knees, but they never were 
beaten in spirit. and under the 
guidance of Field Marshal Lord 
French they ndered possible the 
ieved.. bw Field 
Marshal Sir Douglas Haig. He

RITISH MASS ATTACK 
ON THE GERMAN LINE. 


Objective of Formal Move is Accom- 
plished— Slavs on Offensive. 


Press review of the war dis- 
patches for the past twenty- 


feur hours: 

Storming the German lines 
east of Arras along a  twelve- 
front, British troops have 
forced back the Germans at two 
important points and have estab- 
lished themselves in Bullecourt, the 
scene of many desperate struggies 
recently. Heavy losses were in- 
fiicted on the Germans and more 
than 70) prisoners were taken. 

Without giving the armies of 
Crown Prince Rupprecht time te 
recover after the repulse of their 
ineffectual counter-attacks, Fieid 
Marshal Haig early Saturday threw 
his forces against three vital points 
in tbe line protecting Doual and in 
each place gained his objective. At 
the southern d ef the line was 
Bullecourt, protecting Queant. Here 
thousands nave fallen in attacks 
and counter-attacks in the last two 
weeks. The battle here lasted for 
many hours, during which the Brit- 
ish firmly placed themselves in the 
Village, but the fighting still goes 


on. 

Six miles to the north along the 
Arras-Cambrai road and between 
the villages of Monchy 
mappe, the British straightened out 
their line by taking 1200 yards of 
a German trench system. 

Around Reeux, north of the 
Scarpe and at the northern end of 
the attacking lines, Field Marshal 
Haig’s men captured German post- 
tions on a front of about one mile 
and a halt. The fighting was most 
intense about ihe Roeux cemetery 
and the chemical works in the di- 
rection of Plouvain and along the 
Arras-Douai Railway. 

Fourteen German airplanes were 
destroyed by the Engente on Frri- 
day and twelve others were driven 
down damaged. 

According to the German W 
ce, dense masses of British 
troops were employed in a series of 
attacks along the roads leading from 
Arras to Lens. Dovual and Cambrai. 
One of the main pointe of assault 
was in the vicinity of Buliecourt, 
which has been the scene of almost 
steady fighting for several days. The 
objectives of the forward move 
were achieved and hundreds of pris- 
oners were taken, according to the 
British official announcement. 


„ One of the pointe captured by the

They 
have, moreover, been able to mobi- 
lize their reserves with great celer- 
ity to met attack. 

Previous to June 1, 1916, the at- 

tacks of the Allies came singly—an 

offensive here, which died down in 

a short time. Then, somewhat 

later, another somewhere else.

certed action on a definite, general 
plan. The result was that Germany 
was able to meet these attacks as 
soon as the point of attack was 
made definite by hurried shifting of 
reinforcements from strategic re- 
serve centers.

Russia is disorganized, 
Italy entirely inactive for other rea- 
sons, Rumania forced into inactivity 
through Russia's domestic troubles. 
Germany is, therefore, able, without 
fear of risk, to concentrate

In Ru the situation is still 
under the cloud of inaccurate and 
inconclusive information. The Ger- 
man element, backed by the So- 
cilalistic and disloyal elements are 
struggling for a separate peace, 
without, apparently, much chance of 
success, though it seems to have 
succeeded in destroying the organt- 
zation and fighting ability of the

National Guard Units for 
Home Guards Possible. 


Plan to Enroll Older Men for 


Service Considered. 
— — 
Organization’s Exact Place in 
New Army Undecided. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The ex- 
act place the National Guard is to 
fill in the national army stin is & 
matter of speculation in the War 
Department. 

Under the recent announcement 
that the States may raise additional 
units up to a total National Guard 
force, including Naval Militia, of 800 
men for each Representative or Sen- 
ator, it is not even possible as yet 
to forecast accurately the strength 
of the organization when it is draft- 
ed into the United States Army. 

It is possible tRat an entirely new 
element of the national forces will 
be evolved out of the discussion. 
The suggestion has been put kor- 
ward that only twelve full divisions 
of the guard be organized into tac- 
tical units for purely military pur- 
poses, and that would leave many 
regiments unattached to divisional 
organizationa, 

One proposal is that these addi- 
tional regiments, or others substi- 
tuted for them, be assigned for po- 
lice. duty, relieving the units w 
soon will be needed at train 
camps. In that event, States might 
be encouraged to recruit police regi- 
ments among older men, giving 
them an opportunity to serve their 
country without undergoing the 
hardships of campaigning. 

The older men are better Stted 
for police work and if assigned near 
their homes they would constitute in 
effect a definite home guard force 
similar to the German landsturm 
and the u cerritortals. 

In the circular issued by the 
militia bureau on May 6, it was 
pointed out to the Adjutant-General 
of the several States that while the 
law granted the right to each State 
to organize new National Guard 
forces up to the limit set in the Na- 
tional Defense Act, it was not the 
purpose of the department to en- 
courage such procedure, The State 
officials were told plainly that the 
department believed it wiser to fe- 
cruit all existing guard organiza- 
tione up to the full war strength, 
each regiment to bé backed by a re- 
serve battalion from which the force 
at the front could be maintained. 

Under the department's plan there 
would be twelve divisions of State 
troops, with a number of extra regi- 
ments, The total strength, excilu-* 
sive of reserve battalions, would be 
329,000 men, with all regiments at 
war strength. If the guard is ex- 
panded to the full legal limit, how- 
ever, it would have a peace strength 
of 402,000 and a war strength of 
more than 606,000, supported by ro- 
serve battalions totalling another 
100,000 or 150,000 men. 

If the guard is expanded, a plan 
for sixteen infantry and two 
cavalry divisions had been prepared, 
A table forwarded to the States 
shows the tentative scheme of or- 
ganizing, .the designations, begin- 
ning with the fifth division, as the 
first four divisions would com- 
posed of regular troops.

“No raids on lines of communi- 
cation ever yet led to the defeat of 
any empire in the world. This sum-

Junction of Forces Near Bagdad 
Stretches Joint Command in One 
Chain from Black Sea to the 
Persian Gulf — Cossacks and

LONDON, April 25. — Russian 
Cossacks who had fought their way 
down from the Caucasus and Indian 
Lancers who had helped to drive 
the Turks up the Tigris Valley and 
out of Bagdad, met in a casual man- 


Bagdad, on April 2, reports the olfl- 
cial eyewitness with the British 
forces in Mesopotamia. This meet- 
ing linked together the Russian and 
ritish lines into one long front 
om the Black Sea to the Persian 
Gulf. Narrating the incident, the 
eyewitness writes from Kizil Robat 
“At noon on April 2 we met the 
Russians here. The officer com- 
manding our colump, seeing their 
cavalry with the blue and white 
pennant, called up the Indian Lan- 
cers, who pushed forward, wheeled 
into line, saluted, and turned back, 
bringing the Russians into camp. 
“Our allies had a hard task from 
Hamadan, through an inhospitable 
country, over snow passes trodden 
into the consistency of ice, down in- 
to the burning heat of ravines, but 
they pressed hard on the heels of 
the Turks. 

“The road all the way from Hame- 
dan was a defile between snow-clad 
ranges, which made a turning move- 
ment almost impossible, hence there 
was no opportunity of rounding up 
the Turkish rear guard; but owing 
to the relentless pressure of the pur- 
suit the enemy suffered heavy losses 
in the retreat through artillery fire, 
sickness and exhaustion. 

“All the way the road was littered 
with dead mules, horses, camels, 
asses and buffaloes. The Turks’ 
ranks were thinned by typhus and 
their infantry were footsore, their 
light Hamadan boots onty lasting 
a few days, and most of them were 
barefooted. The villages are full of 
deserters. 

“The country between Kerman- 
shah and Khanikin is an uninhabited 
waste. Seven armies have passed 
through it in ten months. Villages 
are abandoned, and supplies do not 
exist even in 
least exhausted. 
“Many Turks fell from exhaustion,

2000 were counted at Kermanshah 
alone.

REPARATIONS for the greatesf 
fruit crop movement Califor- 
nia has ever seen have been 

practically completed by the Pa- 
eino Fruit Express, a subsidiary of 
the Southern Pacific Railway. Gen- 
eral Manager J. W. MoClymondas, 
who has just completed a tour of 
Imperial Valley and other parts of 
Southern California, announced yes- 
terday that 2700 additional cars are 
| nearing completion in various rail- 
way shops of the country to aug- 
ment the 12,800 cars already owned 
by the express. 

In eddition to this, a lease has 

been consummated with the 
Armour Company for 2500 of its re- 
frigerator chr so that every emer- 
gency that may arise in the Califor- 
nia crop distribytion can be prompt- 
ly and effectively met. 

Imperial Valley, according to Mr. 
McClymonds, ia producing from 25 
to 86 per cent. more melons and 
other deciduous fruits this year than 
last, The cantaloupe acreage alone 
has been jumped from 4000 to 12.

The orange crop throughout the 
Southwest gives indication of being 
at least 10 per cent., and possibly 
more than this, greater than last 
year. It is believed by Mr. McCly- 
monds that the total shipments of 
oranges and other citrus fruits will 
reach more than 60,000 cars. 

On top of thie vast business, 
which spells millions of dollars of 
revenue for California, it is antici- 
pated that from 15,000 to 20,000 
carloads of deciduous fruits will be 
picked, packed and shipped back 
Past while fresh. Dried and canned 
fruite have not figured at all in the 
present estimates. 

Orange county as a tomato-gro 
ing section is coming rapidly to the 
front. It has been known for 
many years that tomatoes grew suc- 
cessfully in, Orange county, which 
takes pride in the diversity of its 
crops, but it is only recently tha 
the outlook for the tomato industry 
reached the basis where it might 
be classed as of a permanent nature. 
Hitherto, the growers have depended 
largely upon shipments to outside 
markets as a means for disposing of

Years ago the park 
gan hauling gravel from the west 
side of the big hill in this park for 


the purpose of building roads. No- 


body knows how many thousands of 
wagonioads of gravel have been re- 
moved from the hill, but the result 
has been the creation of an 
enormous excavation, more than 
400 feet in width and nearly 1000 
feet long. The walls to the east. 
west and north are from sixty to 
200 feet high, and there is op- 
portunity for unlimited space by 
cutting down these high walls. 

The theater itself is made of 
cement. The stage is more than 100 
feet in length and it has a depth of 
forty feet. It is equipped with 
ample dressing rooms in the wings. 
In front of the stage is a driveway 
of cement, with a cement circle in 
front of the first row of seats. This 
is arranged to provide for chariot 
races, te., before the great 
sembiages when spectacular pro- 
ductions are given. In the center 
of the arena is a space for a foun- 
tain or pool. 

The present seating arrangements 
consist of twelve long, semi-circular 
rows of seat bases made of cement. 
They are three feet wide, and as 
they extend back from the arena 
they rise eighteen inches, one above 
the other. Theater chairs are placed 
upon these bases, and this gives the 
Spectators unobstructed view of the 
Stage. The present seating capacity 
is about 4000.

GERMANY FORCED US INTO 
THE WAR. 

The German government, under the 
control of the Hohenzollern dynasty, on 
February 1 last deliberately violated its 
pledged word to the United States not to 
sink unarmed and unresisting neutral ships 
on the high seas, and not to murder Amer- 
ican citizens who were passengers or men, 
bers of the crew. 

That this violation of pledge was done 
with the purpose of forcing the United 
States to declare war against Germany was 
apparent, and many people have supposed 
that Germany took this course expecting 
to be victorious in the war by her sub- 
marine atrocities, and then to exact a large 
cash indemnity from this rich nation. The 
German Chancellor, it was said, remem- 
bered how Bismarck tricked Napoleon III 
into the Franco-Prussian war, for the pur- 
pose of robbing France of Alsace and Lor 
raine and compelling France to pay the cost 
of the war. 

But men better acquainted with the plans 
of the rulers of Germany assert that it is 
believed in Berlin that the millions of Ger- 
mans, German-Americans and pacifists in 
the United States would aid Germany in 
obtaining favorable terms of peace from 
the Allies and that this belief was the lin- 
spiration of the order of February 1. 
For Germany knew—she could not help 
but know—that she is on the verge of col- 
lapse and that the peace terms dictated 
to her by the Allies would be made flerce 
by their remembrance of her atrocities and 
utter disregard of the laws of civilized war- 
fare, and by their unswerving determination 
to pull her fangs, so-that another assault 
from her could not be made for generations.

unscrupulous advantage of you to 
spread again their doctrine of an- 
archy, their Intimidation of courts 
and of elected officials. 

Coercion of courts, peremptory 
demands on elected officials that the 
law be ly set aside, are a 
far more devilish expression of an- 
archy than was the bomb outrage it- 
self: for this te striking at the very 
bulwarks of our Americanism: it ts 
striking at the very root of organ- 
ized society, and of the institutions 
of civilization.

As as the car 
barns of the Pacific Electric were 
removed, the steam @hovels ad- 
vanced to their work, and as fast 
as the earth could be removed for 
the foundation of the work of the 
new terminal structures, the ce- 
ment men have followed. At last 
the 100-foot steel “gravity” towers 
that betoken the pouring of concrete 
for the superstructures of the build- 
ings have lifted themselves to view 
above the fence at both the Seventh 
and Eight-street ends of the tract. 
From now on the progress of the 
contractors’ efforts will be more ap- 
parent. 

The structure now farthest along, 
as the cement towers reveal to all 
who pass along the Seventh-street 
side of the terminal site, is that at 
the eastern end of the fenced-in 
area. The Seventh street end of 
this structure, back to a depth of 
several hundred feet, is to be occu- 
pied by Bishop & Co., and every et- 
fort ts to be made to have the part 
of the building leased by this cop- 
cern completed by fall. The entire 

ructure is to be finished by the 

ret of the year. 

The bullding will be six stories 
in height, and when completed will 
have a length of 1300 feet. extend- 
ing from Seventh street clear 
through to Wighth.

It 
is being erected by a syndicate of 
Los Angeles and San Francisco capi- 
talists, R. C. Gillis of this city being 
president of the company that is 
back of the enterprise. When com- 
pleted, the terminal, with its site, 
will represent an investment of 
around $10,000,000. John Parkinson 
of this city is the architect of the 
group of buildings, and the Wurster 
Construction Company of Los Ange- 
les and San Diego has the general 
contract. 

The terminal, say its projectors, 
will make every city of Southern 
California an integral part of Los 
Angeles from a traffic point of view 
and will bring Los Angeles Harbor 
into the heart of the city. It will fa- 
cilitate shipments and distribution 
in all lines of wholesale business, 
concentrating activities now widely 
scattered.

But Mirbeau, if not always a radi- 
cal in his ideas and ideals, was al- 
ways impulsive, audacious, extrava- 
gant, virulent, frenetic: he was al-

ways a fire-eater. As royalist and 
clerical he shocked and exasperated

Mirbeau's biographer, Edmond 
Pilon, declares that his boyhood was

MIRBEAU THE CRUSADER. 

But if Octave Mirbeau had for- 
midable antipathies, he had also un- 
reserved venerations. If he flayed 
hypocrisy T was because he wor- 
shiped sincerity. He was af ar- 
dent in his affections and admira- 
tions as in his hatreds. His denun- 
clations of injustice were so many 
assertions of the possibility of jus- 
tice, the utterances of a firm be- 
Hever in the perfectibility of the 
race. If he painted the present 
black, it was bechuse he was 
voucheafed splendid visions of a 
resy future. “When he was not 
wallowing in the mire, he was talk- 
ing to the clouds.” His misanthropy 
masked supersensitiveness. He was 
as tender to pariah as he was merci- 
lees to snob. His incessant choler 

ed from an incorrigible habit | 

of applying unattainable standards, 
of exacting from men more than it 
is in men to give. “Those who 
imagine,” sald his friend and col- 
laborator, Thadee Natanson, “that 
Mirbeau culumniates men are labor- 
ing under a misconception. He does 
not culumniate them, he scolds 
them. Their stupidity, their vicious- 
ness, their hypocrisy do not disgust 
him, as appears at first blush; they 
irritate him. He does not despise 
men, he gets angry with them. He 
always expects too much of them. 
He ie not a railing mist; on the 
contrary, no expertence has ever 
succeeded in discouraging his optim- 
jem. And it is because he can never 
resign himself to their faulis and 
their vices, that at every fresh of- 
tense he files into a passion.” 

Similarly, Mirbeau derided ugli- 
ness, because he was desperately 
enamored of beauty. He hea 
scurrijous abuse upon the authors 
and artists he deemed the mere 
craven slaves of moss-grown tradi- 
tion: but he lifted Maeterlinck out 
of obscurity by proclaiming him the 
Belgian Shakespeare. He defended 
valiantly, at a time when they Were 
generally flouted and in sore need of 
defense, the innovators Rodin, 
Monet, Renoir, Sisley, Pissarro, 
Cezanne and Van Gogh; made the 
reputations of Jules Renard, Tristan 
Bernard, Alfred Jarry, Jean Lom- 
bard, Charies Louis Philippe and 
Marguerite Audoux; and was instru- 
mental in introducitig and acclimat- 
ing in France Ibsen, Tolstoy, Dos- 
toleveky, Thomas Hardy and Oscar 
Wilde. 
Mirbeau is commonly labelled a 
realist. This is a glaring mistake. 
His creations are essentially cari- 
catures. They belong not to the 
realm of the actual but to the realm 
of the grotesque. “No one better 
than he and no one more profound- 
ly than he ever felt in the presence 
of human maskae what a dolorous 
and what a funny thing it is to be

The exhibit is 
said to be the first thing of us kind 
in the United States. The man to 
whom the lion's share of the credit 
is due is Dr. Ren C. Julien, a veter- 
mary surgeon, who has lived in Car- 
roll county thirty-seven years, and 
practiced medicine for ten years. 
In his practice he saw the need of 
educating farmers in the way of rais- 
ae better hogs and in caring for 
them. 

“My mind was directed to this 
idea because of the enormous waste 
that wes going on in feeding live 
stock,” said Dr. Jullien. 

Having 1 it out in his own 
mind, Dr. Julien joined in a plan 
with Prof. D. lL. mel, teacher of 
agriculture in the Delphi schools, 
and working together they evolved 
a system ef hog raising that is par- 
ticularly important in the present 
war times, ahhough it tis important 
at all times.

She holds in her 
hand ai steel kitchen-knife 
which has been copper-plated 
with copper obtained from a 
can of French peas, and be- 
side her hangs a baby’s stock- 
ing colored pink with a dye 
obtained from peach-pith 
candy.” 


{Literary Digest:] Most persons 

would answer the question, “Why do 
we cat by replying astutely, Be- 
cause we are hungry.” This is only 
a partial anewer, according to Miss 
Minna C. Denton of Ohio State Uni- 
versity, who writes on The Desire of 
Food in Man, in The Scientific 
Monthly (New York, December.) 
Two great motives, according to this 
writer, co-operate to bring about and 
maintain the desire to eat—motives 
having a different physiologic basis 
and different modes of action. These 
motives are hunger and appetite. 
Hunger, we are told, is unpleasant, 
while appetite is pleasant. Hunger 
is due primarily to contraction of 
the stomach muscles, while appe- 
tite depends on changes in its lin- 
ing membrane and in that of the 
mouth. Hunger appears to be ex- 
traordinarily independent of environ- 
ment and education, while appetite 
is susceptible to the influences of 
both. Appetite may induce one to 
eat, even when not particularly hun- 
gry. The writer goes on: 
“Not all food-materials are valu- 
able to the body in proportion to the 
appeal which they make to the ap- 
petite. For example, the flavor-sub- 
stances in foods which stimulate the 
olfactory and gustatory nerves, and 
thus give rise to appetite, are not 
ordinarily the substances upon which 
the body depends for its fuel, nor for 
the great bulk of its building mate- 
1 . For instance, in the 
une of boiled meat, appetite leads us 
to prefer the broth, which contains 
most of the flavor bodies (except 
those which may have escaped into 
the air with the steam,) but which 
has practically no nutritive value, un- 
lees quite greasy; and to reject the 
tasteless meat, which contains 96 per 
cent. of the protein; very likely we 
also skim the soup to remove most 
of the fat, which is a highly con- 
centrated form of fuel. 


“Resides the fact that not all food 
materials are valuable to the body 
in proportion to the Appeal which 
they make to the appetite, we must 
consider the great and often irra- 
tiona! variations to which this faculty 
is subject. No other bodily sensi- 
bility, perhaps, is so easily in- 
fluenced by habits and customs and 
conventions, by personal idicevn- 
crasy and prejudice, by connotating 
circumstances, by suggestion of every 
sort, by the emotional complexion 
of the momentary mood: none, as a 
rule, so highly susceptible of educa- 
tlon. Racial, sectional, religious, 
social, family. individual experi- 
ences— they all have a vote in de- 
termining my ideas of what I should 
have to eat. So, too, does the his- 
torical era, the geographical area, 
in which I live. The skilfulness of 
my cook may have the largest ‘say’ 
of all; if she does not prepare vege- 
tables so that they are appetizing, 
T shall probably eat more meat. 
bread, or fruit, though none of these 
is an interchangeable substitute for 
any other, Convenience, the coat 
of living, and food legislation are 
sometimes large factors; city life 
does not conduce to hearty lunch- 
eons nor even breakfasts; rich 
country cream on my oatmeal adds 
ninety calories to my breakfast over 
the 18-per-cent.-fat-by-order-of-the- 
health-department cream that I 
usually get at my city bearding- 
house. Varying physiological condl- 
tons may act irrationally, as on the 
het summer day when I take ice- 
cream (very likely a more concen- 
trated food than meat) solely for its 
cooling effect; or when in the midat 
of the afternoon's shopping I buy 
tea and cakes in order to get a 
chance to sit down for half an hour. 
“It ie evident that many of these 
factors mentioned above have no 
conceivable relation to my bodily re- 
quirement for food, which ts deter- 
mined chiefly by my age and stature, 
the amount of mus*ular work I do, 
my general nervous and muaecular 
tone, my exposure to cold. Diges- 
tibility of food materials and condl- 
tions, which favor good digestion are 
essential. Yet it appears that the 
importance of the enloyment of food 
to secure favorable psvchic influences 
upon digestion has been consider- 
ably overestimated, since men forc- 
ing themselves for experimental pur- 
poses to live upon a diet 80 
monotonous as to be repugnant in 
the extreme digest it in normal fash- 
ion, and similar. results usually ob- 
tain with forced feeding of animals.” 

How far, under these circum- 
stances, may we trust our “natural 
instincts” or “normal appetite” in 
the selection of food? The writer 
warns us, in the first place, that 
“normal” or “natural” demands are 
intended for man in a state of na- 
ture, from which we have traveled 
far. Every fat man, for instance, is 
an abnormality, and the punishment 
for abnormal! nutrition is often de- 
laved and come suddenly. in the 
form of disease. Again, in a “state 
of nature’ the voluntary muscles use 
about 75 per cent. of the bodily 
energy. In modern man these mus- 
cles are largely disused. We need 
less food, Hunger may be diminshed 
in consequence, but appetite remains, 
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ang we overeat. 


88 then. which are 


80 frequently to be observed between 
food requirement and food consump- 
tion may be explained as due in part 
to present lack of adjustment to re- 
cent and enormous changes in en- 
vironment and human activities and 
in the nature of foods. It seems 
quite epossible that adaptation of diet 
to the gctivities of the organism, and 
other portant hygienic measures, 
may e about, not simply through 
the slowly-accomplished downfall) of 
degenerate classes and  natioria, 
which history has so often shown 
us—for neither the rich fruits of 
shrewd business capacity nor the at- 
tivities of the altruistic can ulti- 
mately Shelter physical deteriora- 
tion—but through the further dis- 
covery of the principles of scientific 
management of the human organ- 
ism, and through the apprehension 
of these by the enlightened classes 
and the consequent practise of them 
by the world’s population. Should 
we Indeed, evpect the scientific in- 
telligence to accomplish so much less 
striking results in the study of the 
structure and conduct of our own 
machine than in that of the simpler 
non-living machines? KN reasen- 
able to assume that the laws of 
scientific feeding, which man has al- 
ready begun to apply with some suc- 


cess to other animals; will fail to 
products results with the human 
species itself?” 


The Whole World Contributing to 
the Manufacture of Munitions, 
Niter, Rubber and Nickel ~ 


[Baltimore American:] The Na- 
tional Geographic Society has tasued 
another bulletin dealing with the 
geography of munitions with ref- 
erence to the war in Europe. In this 
bulletin the society shows how al- 
most every nook and cranny of the 
world has been called upon for ma- 
terials jut of which the nations at 
war may fabricate the thurnderbolts 
of Mars. The bulletin says: 

“The demands which the war in 
Europe have made upon the coun- 
tries of the earth for materials with 
which to prosecute it are as vast in 
the range of materiajs used as in the 
quantities required. One can écarce- 
ly travel far enough afield to get 
away from the war trade. Only by 
going into those remote interiors of 
the tropic world and the polar re- 
gions where civilization has only fit- 
ful occupation can one get away 
from—it. Even in going there men 
are handicapped by the demands of 
the war. For instance, Bartlett and 
Amundsen in their plans to drift 
through the Arctic Ocean find that it 
is costing them about twice as much 
to outfit as it cost in normal peace 
times. 

From the deep forests of Brazil 
there comes much of the rubber 
that is required. From the waste 
places of the world there come the 
cheap furs which are used in the 
making of felt. From the gas houses 
and the tar pot come those won- 
derful substances out of which are 
prepared the terrific explosives which 
are being used in such extensive 
fashion. From Chile come the mi- 
trates which are so vitally demanded 
in wartime. Thousands of locomo- 
tives and cars are required. Steel 
rails by the shipload are ever in de- 
mand. Automobiles by the tens of 
thousands are constantly moving in 
endless procession toward the battle 
front. The earth is ransacked for 
metais, rare and plentiful alike, to 
aid the processes of making muni- 
tions. The cotton fleld, the mine, the 
cattle ranch, the forest, the land, 


were, are forced to contribute to the 
great and greedy maw of war. 
“Tin is widely used in the manu- 
facture of antifriction metals, sol- 
ders and gcunmetals. The Malay 
States produce about one-half of the 
world's normal output of 120,000 
tons. The lack of tin has forced Ger- 
many to find other materials to sub- 
stitute for it. The Allied countries 
produce all but 1% per cent. of the 
nickel of the world. Most of this 
comes from Canada. Nickel is an 
almost indispensable part of gun and 
armor plate steel, and of the modern 
bullet and armor-plercing projec- 
tiles. Hardly less important is chro- 
mium, an essential constituent of 
armor plate and armor-piercing pro- 
jectiles. Rhodesia and New Caledo- 
nia furnish between them the bulk 
of the chromium’ ore. Russia pro- 
duces substantial amounts. More 
ferro-tungsten and manganese is 
used today than was ever used be- 
fore in the history of the world. 
Tungsten that used to bring some 16 
or $7 per unit is now bringing as 
much as $66 for the same quantity. 
Every manganese mine in the world 
is beink worked twenty-four hours 
a day in the effort to turn out 
enough of this wonderful hardening 
substance for the preparation of war 
materials. 
“Practically every shop in the 
United States that has a lathe has 
found one way,or another to par- 
ticipate in the munitions trade. 
There are even cabinet factories 
which have gone Into making one or 
another of munitions. ‘In Canada a 
manufacturer of undertaker’s sup- 
plies joined the ranks of the muni- 
tions makers, furnishing drop metal 
for the manufacture of shrapnel.”

County Sealer Investigates and 
Secures Ten Convictions. 
How Bread Shrinks. 
— 

County Sealer of Weights 
and Measures Charles M. Ful- 
ler announced yesterday that 
the public is now getting full- 
weight loaves of bread. His 
department has been keeping 
a constant check on bakers’ 
products. In doing this it has 
made individual weighings of 
7207 loaves of bread at 457 
bakeries and stores and has 
on file records of each baker 
and what he ts doing. 

Evidence of short weight 
was secured against ten bak- 
ers, all of whom were prose- 
cuted, convicted and fihed. 

To prosecute, under the 
law, an average of at least 
twenty loaves must be taken. 
within eight hours after 
baking. This ts to give the 
baker a fair t as it is im- 
possible to make each loaf ex- 
actly twelve or fwenty-four 
ounces. If the average is up 
to weight, the department 
considers that the baker is 
living up to the law. There is 
a considerable shrinkage aft- 
er the bread has been taken 
from the oven. The law pro- 
vides that it must hold up to 
weight for eight hours. Mr. 
Fuller says he has received 
many complaints, but cautions 
people against assuming viv- 
lation of the law because an 
individual leaf twenty-four 
hours out of the oven may 


be a little short. x

MORE FOR BEETS. 


Association to Pay Sliding Scale in 
Accordanc® With Price of 


Good news came yesterday to the 
growers of the 20,000 acres of sugar 
beets in the Van Nuys district in the 
form of an official statement by the 
American Beet Sugar Company that 
all beets would be paid for on à slid- 
ing scale with the market price of 
sugar, The former method of pay- 
ing for beets has been on a contract 
price of $4.50 per ton for beets hav- 
ing a sugar dontent of 15 per cent. 
and 30 cents additional for each per 
cent. over the base. This means that 
beets having sugar contents of 20 
per cent. would pring $6.00 per ton. 

The new scale provides for the 

same base of $4.50 per ton for 15 
per cent. beets and the 30 cents for 
each additional per cent. and in ad- 
dition to thig the grower will receive 
a 10 per cent. bonus applied in the 
following manner. If sugar is sell- 
ing for $6.00 per 100 the grower will 
receive $6.00 per ton for 15 per 
cent. beets and 30 cents for each 
additional per cent., if sugar is sell- 
ing for 3% the grower will receive 
$7.00 per ton for 15 per cent. beets 
and so on on this scale. The selling 
price will be determined by the mar- 
ket price of all sugar sold by the 
Southern California sugar companies 
during the twelve months beginning 
July 1 next. Under the new ruling 
and based on the present price of 
fugor the grower would receive near- 
ly $10.00 per ton for beets hav- 
ing a sugar content of 20 per cent. 
where under the old urrangement he 
would only receive $6.00 regardless 
of the price of sugar. 
The 29,000 acres of beet now 
planted and irrigated with Owens 
River water, will yield approximate- 
ly 350,000 tons of beets an based 
on the average price per t under 
the old contract would bring in 
$1,750,000.00; with the present price 
of sugar the same yield would bring 
in $2,900,000.00.

Adjust ment 

Now you are ready to put on your 
comet. The lacing should be loose

ing your corset just try clasping 
the top beck and then hook the bot- 
tom one. Open the top deck and 
fasten the entire row of hooks.

Next tasten the garters. There is 
a @ifference of opinion at this point. 
Some corsetieres advise fastening the

always fasten the three garters on 
each side so that the corset will be 
held well down over the hips. When 
fastening the back garters lift the 
foot to the height of a chair so feat 
the supporter will be comfortable 
when the body is in a sitting posi- 
tion. If it is fastened while the 
foot is on the floor there will be «a 
strain when the upper part of the 
leg ie in a horizontal position. Fig. 
2 iNvuefrates the idea. This done, 
eettle the figure into the corset. Stand- 
ing in an erect position, clasp the 
garment around the body, as shown 
in Pig. 3, so that the natural waist 
line and the waist line of the corset 
correspond. This rule holds good no 
matter if frocks are made with high 
or low waist lines. By settling the 
bedy in this manner the persona! 
comfort of the wearer is assured. 


Drawing Up the Lace 

The next step is the drawing up of 
the lace. Take hold of the upper 
leops, those at the waist line, and 
draw them in rather tight, Fig. 4. 
Allow them to hang or tuck them in 
the top part of the corset if they in- 
re with the rest of the work.

Mne, as illustrated in Fig. 5, pull- 
ing the loops straight out each way 
to avoid any upward pull. This win 
release the waist line a little. The 
loose lace can be drawn in, tied and 
slipped beneath the corset. Any 
looseness below the waist line can 
then be drawn up, the loops at the 
hips tied and slipped beneath the 
corset. When the lacing is complet-

May It Prove True. 


NCE more comes a comforting 
message to America to the effect 

that there is no danger of any conflict 
between our country and Mexico. This 
assurance comes from a source that 
ought to be thoroughly reliable. It 
comes from Mr. Fletcher, who repre-- 
sents the American government at the 
capital of Mexico. He is on the spot in : 
constant communication and in close 
touch with Mexican officials. Of course 
the aspiration of every American will 
be that this assurance prove to be 
thoroughly well founded. 

Ordinarily such an announcement 
from such a source would be taken as 
absolute assurance that peace between 
the two republics was almost an actual 
fact, was a foregone conclusion. But 
unfortunately we have had assurances 
of this kind from sources that ought to 
be as well informed before. Time and 
time again during the last three years 
assurances have come out of Mexico 
that the relations between the two 
countries were as cordial as two 
brothers in one bed. 


Well, as we said, let us hope that 
this latest announcement is founded 
upon conditions that will make it a 
fact. Surely we do not want any 
trouble with our sister republic, and it 
will take great provocation on the part 
of Mexicans to provoke the United 
States to take up arms against her. 
Meantime, while hoping for the best 
it is the part of wisdom to prepare for 
the worst. There should be enrolled 
under the starry flag as quickly as 
possible an army of half a million 
men, and these should be drilled with 
all possible dispatch, armed and 
equipped for all arms of the service in a 
thoroughly efficient manner. 

When this shall thave been accom- 
plished we shall have a good deal more 
confidence in peace between this coun- 
try and Mexico than could possibly 
come from any assurance from any 
source, Mexican or American.

Economical Use Of Meat. 

Many persons eat over-abundantly. of 
meat. In such cases it should be possible, 
if the incentive_is great enough, to reduce 
expenditures for meat by reducing the 
amount purchased. Where meat has been 
purchased by telephone or orders to a 
butcher's boy, personal shopping and care 
ful selection may make a saving possible. 
Still another possibility for economizing is 
to purchase cheaper cuts and to compensate 
for any toughness and less desirable flavor 
by preparing them more carefully for the 
table. Finally, economy often may be 
“achieved by utilizing the meat more com- 
pletely, including the trimmings and bones, 


and left overs. 
In purchasing the cheaper and often 
tougher cuts of meat instead of the choicer P 


cuts, a housewife is losing little, if any, 
nutriment, provided, of course, the propor- 
tion of bone to meat is no greater than in 
the more costly kinds. She rather is sacrl- 
ficing only texture or flavor or ease of prepa- 
ration for the sake of cheapness; and, if she 
wishes to produce dishes as palatable as 
those made from expensive meats, must ex- 
pend more care on preparing, flavoring and 
cooking. If the cheaper steaks are our 
chased, far example, a degree of tenderness 
may be imparted to them by the well-known 
method of pounding the meat. The juices 
and flavors of such steaks will be retained 
more satisfactorily if four is sprinkled over 
them during the beating process and so 
worked into the fibers on the surface. 


of Grain 

The prices of the grain sorghums during 
the past season appear to warrant ificrease 
of acreage of these grains in tie regions 
where they can succeed, as in Western 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Northern Texas. 
This increase should be practically to the 
limit of the acreage that can be handled 
properly with the labor and facilities avail- 
able. Grain sorghums may well be used in 
that area to replace winter wheat on fields 
abandoned because of winter injury. The 
stain sorghums are but little known to 
eastern farmers, but are assuming itmpor- 
tance rapidly in the drier portions of the 
country where corn and small grains are un- 
reliable because of frequent insufficiency of 
moisture. In the past these grains have 
been used chiefly as poultry and stock feed, 
but they have possibilities also as human 
food.

Importance of the Lumber Industry. 


Lumbering ts one of California’s most 
important industries. While the industry is 


not confined to the north, operations in the 
south are not of such extensive character. 
The great volume oft business is being 
carried on in the te@wood and yellow pine 
sections in the coastal and upper Sacra 
mento regions. | , 

The lumbering activity of the Michigan- 
Wisconsin section of thirty-five years ago is 
passed. The sturdy chopper and woodsman 
in the logging camp of the ‘70s, made 
famous by the pen of Stewart Edward 
White; the gay river driver in his mackinaws 
and spiked boots, poling the logs on the 
Saginaw, are scenes closed in life’s drama, 
for the country where once enacted. These 
scenes, if not the actors, have come to lte 
acain in the forests of California. And to- 
day, one may see the reality of the scenes 
eo well portrayed by Mr. White in his books 
about the Michigan lumber jacks. 

Today the Pacific Coast is the most im- 
portant section of this country for the pro- 
duction of lumber, from redwood, pine and 
fr. Add to this statement that California 
is the most important part of the Pacific 
section, and you have the bare facts. The 
great volume of redwood and yellow, or 
western pine, is found in the northern coun- 
ties of the State, above a line drawn from 
the Bay of San Francisco to the east line 
of the State. The lumber industry to this 
eection is of like consequence as the frult 
industry is to the section of the State to 


. the south. 


Under the head of lumbering are included 
three distinct operations, which are in some 
eases carried on by the same company, 
while in other cases these operations are 
separate. First come the logging operations, 
which consist of establishing camps, at con- 
venient places, in the thick of the timber 
and near to a stream of some volume down 
which the logs may be floated to the mill; 
opening roadg to the camp and for “swamp 
ing the logs to the river; felling the trees 
and sawing the logs into the proper lengths; 
hauling logs by means of logging roads to 
the mills, or “swamping” them to the river 
to be floated down to the saw Some 
times flumes are used in conveying the pine 
logs from the mountains to lower levels. 
These flumes are made of wood. large 
enough to accommodate the largest saw log 
used. The box partly filled with water 
stands on a scaffold, which, at places, is ele 
vated to a considerable height in order to 
carry over ravines and low places. Logs 
Goating down these flumes often move at 
great velocity. A woodsman more daring 
than others of the camp will sometimes 
ride a log down the flume, furnishing excite- 
ment to his fellows, 

The logging camp is the most inviting 
part of all the operationa. For those whe 
love the out of doors, the primeval forests 
have the greatest lure. The lumber camp 
is redolent of the forces of nature ani the 
skill and pride of man. Man fights nature 
in a fair fight.

They have some stokers and some 
mechanics, but stokers and mechanics do 
not make up a fleet of war vessels.”

The recipe will 
The main article in the recipe for whole 
wheat bread is whole wheat flour. It may 
sound strange, but it is, nevertheless, true 
that whole wheat flour is hard to find, I 
know of no grocer in Los Angeles, for in- 
stance, who bas whole wheat flour on sale. 
It can be procured in Los Angeles, but not 
at any grocery store that 7 know of, and I 
. sought it at many places before I was com- 
pelled to buy my kitchen flour mill in which 
I now grind all my own wheat. The “ills 
you are heir to” from improper feeding can 
be measured by the difficulty you encounter 
when you go to the grocery store and ask 
for whole wheat flour. The grocers do not 
know what it is. Some of them never heard 
of it and not a few seemed to think I was 
joking when I asked for it. But they will 
have it on sale soon. Not only will this 
recipe cause a great demand for whole 
‘wheat flour, but the United States govern- 
ment will soon compel the grocers to sell 
nothing but whole wheat flour and penalize 
those who undertake to mill white flour and 
vend it wholesale or retail. We have the 
authority of the United States Secretary of 
Agriculture for that. 


The grocers will tell you they have Gra 
ham flour—whatever that is. It is supposed 
to be white flour mixed with bran. What 
is bran’? I neither know nor care. What 
we do know is this; that no man on earth 
can improve the grain of wheat that the 
good God in Heaven causes to grow in this 
beautiful world for you and me. We all 

‘ also know this: that no man or woman on 
earth can improve on the wheat flour made 
from the whole grain of wheat, no matter 
how fancy the sacks and boxes in which the

A great many 
persons will not eat bread without salt; 
but they can learn to do so; and bread with- 
out salt is much better than bread with the 
salt in it. Salt is deleterious to health in the 
quantities in which it is ingested in the 
course of a day and the highest authorities 
on the subject agree that in a bow! of aver- 
age restaurant soup one gets enough salt to 
cover all requirements of the human body 
for twenty-four hours. From this you can 
guess the excess amount of salt one takes 
into his system in the course of a day. But 
if the bread is unpalatable without salt, I 
recommend that some be used as here indi- 
cated, until you can break yourself of the 
salt-eating habit; for it will be necessary 
for you to do so if you want to achieve the 
acme of good health and conduct. 


After having added the salt as specified, 
add to the sponge enough whole wheat flour 
to knead into suitable loaves. My wife uses 
pans eight and one-half inches long by five 
inches wide, top dimensions. These are 
the dimensions of the average loaf of bread 
one gets at the stores, excepting height, 
which varies. Store bread is largely wind, 
gas and white flour and of little or no service 
to the human body when it is not positively 
dangerous. But this whole wheat bread, 
the directions for making which are clearly 
stated in the foregoing, is a pure food prod- 
uct and will not rise, in the loaf form, net 
like the wind puddings that are sold in the 
guise of bread; but it will rise sufficiently 
to make a most delicious and delectable mor- 
sel, the main article of any and every meal— 
bread, the staff of life. 


After having kneaded the dough into loaf 
forms put in the pans and let rise to double 
the bulk of each loaf. The pans herein 
specified are two and a quarter inches deep; 
so that your loaf in each instance ought not 
fill the pan to a height of more than an inch 
and a half. After the loaves have been put 
in the pans previously greased with clean, 
pure oll or fat, let the loaves rise. Each 
loaf will rise above the rim of the pan. The 
loaves are now ready for the oven, previous- 
ly heated to receive them, but, if a finer 
grain of whole wheat bread is desired, the 
loaves may each be separately kneaded again 
and then restored to the pans and allowed 
again to rise until the top of the loaf is 
somewhat above the rim of the pans. 


Put the loaves in the oven to bake. To 
prevent the loaves from browning too 
quickly on top each loaf, as it lies in the 
pan, may be covered with a sheet of white 
paper at the instant it is placed in the oven. 
In fifteen minutes the charred paper may be 
removed, 

The loaves should be baked slowly rather 
than fast and from three quarters of an hour 
to one full hour is required to bake each loaf 
properly. When the loaves come from the 
oven they should be of a decidedly inviting 
brown color, but not burned, or charred, on 
the top or bottom. 

When done remove the loaves from the 


‘pans to prevent steaming and when thor- 


oughly cooled, and not before, they may be 
stored away for use; and they may be stored 
away for weeks and months for the future; 
and the longer they are stored the better 
they get—if kept in the open. That is to say, 
do not try to keep your loaves of bread in 
any box or pan, or in any corner or closet 
where the bread is likely to get moldy.

and add enough whole wheat flour to make 
a dough firm enough to drop from the spoon 
into muffin tins or pans; dot with butter 
and then cover with a dry cloth and put in 
a warm place to rise once. Then bake until 
done. 

To make most excellent and delicious 
bread sticks to go with soups and salads, 
bread sticks on which the men folk par- 
ticularly will absolutely founder, take bits 
of the first kneaded dough, roll with the 
fingers on the bread board already sparsely 
sprinkled with caraway seeds, or poppy 
seeds if desired; to the size of a lead pencil; 
put in a large well buttered pan and cover 
to permit the sticks to get light (about a 
half hour will do,) and then bake for fifteen 
or twenty minutes in a rather hottish oven. 
When done, stack the sticks on a plate after 
they have been bundled and tied with raffia, 
The men will invariably go for these first. 
They are positively delicious and one of the 
best forms in which whole wheat bread may 


and should be eaten. The sticks may be 
made even larger than a lead pencil if de- 


sired. 


Bieeders and the Fruit Diet. 


The fruit diet is a sure and positive cure 
for what is popularly known as bleeding and 
for persons usually designated as bleeders: 
persons who cannot stop the flow of blood 
once it is started from a wound or other 
cause. The fruit diet will supply the blood 
with fibrin. Fibrin is the substance out of 
which nature fabricates flesh and muscle. 
A person on the fruit diet hardly bleeds at 
all when he cut himself accidentally with a 
knife, or when, for anterior reasons, a den- 
tist is forced to draw one of his teeth. The 
blood coagulates almost instantaneously. If 
you believe none of this just try it. The 
experience is safe and sane. The fruit diet 
is cheaper and better than the meat diet and 
it will do more for you. You will feel fine 
and chirrupy and optimistic. You never find 
a fruit eater who is a pessimist.

T A NATIONAL convention of poultry- 
men held in Chicago April 20, the 
sentiment was unanimous to increase 
the output of poultry meat and ben fruit 
during the war period by at least a hundred 
million pounds of carcass and an equa! num- 
ber of dozens of eggs.

It also was the full sense of the meeting 
that the American Poultry Association aban- 
don its annual meeting this year and set 
aside its cost to aid in defraying a part of 
the promotion expenses in exploiting a na- 
tion-wide campaign for additional food pro- 
duction. This movement has been strongly 
indorsed by Secretary Houston of the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
and Harry M. Lamon, Senior Poultry Hus- 
bandryman of the department, and the Gov- 
ernors of several States have also heartily 
indorsed it, 

The greatest obstacle to the larger pro- 
duction of poultry products on the part of 
commercial poultry farmers is the prevail- 
ing high cost of poultry food, which may to 
some extent retard development; but this 
hardly applies to the person with only a lim- 
ited number of birds. Here a real economy 
can be accomplished. Small flocks on city 
and suburban home gfounds can be largely 
sustained on foods that would otherwise go 
to waste. The kitchen leavings and bits of 
discarded food from te dining table can all 
be utilized for poultry in conjunction with 
the mash rations. Those who cultivate vege- 
table gardens can easily grow all the green 
food a small flock wil} require. In this way 
a great economy can be accomplished. Ob- 
viously, in these somewhat strenuous times 
the greatest service the poultry industry can 
render the country is to continue the hatch- 
ing of chicks to the fullest extent during 
May and June.

But let me give you a bird's-eye view of. 


what Uncle Sam has in the Seuth. It makes 
one feel confident as to our success when 
' we count up our assets and learn what they 
are. I had no appreciation of the extent of 
this part of our country until I planned out 
this trip. The distances are magnificent. I 
came 1120 miles in an almost straight line 
from Washington to New Orleans, and Hous- 
ton, Tex., where I shall make my next long 
stop, is almost 500 miles farther. From 
there to El Paso, near where the western 
State of New Mexico begins, is a twenty- 
four-hour. ride by fast express train, and as 
far away from Washington as London is dis- 
tant from Constantinople. From Baltimore 
to El Paso is almost as far as from Boston 
to Denver. ’ 
The Southern States number sixteen, and 
* they comprise some of the largest States 
of the Union. Bunch them together and 
you have an area which equals one-third of 
the United States proper. It embraces more 
than one-fourth of all the land under Uncle 
Sam's flag, including Alaska, Hawaii, the 
Philippines and dur West Indies Islands, 
with those we have just bought from Den- 
mark thrown in. Take out Russia; and the 
_ South is greater than all the countries which 
are now warring in Europe. 
twice as big as Belgium and Holland, and 
it has millions of acres of far richer soil. 
Texas is bigger than Germany, France or 
Austria-Hungary. It is four times as big as 
New England, with 15,000 miles to spare. 
Kentucky is five times as large as Massa- 
chusetts, Maryland nine times as big as 
Rhode Island, and you could cut Florida into 
seven equal pieces and each would be big 
enough to cover_New Jersey and Maryland. 
Alabama ig bigger than Pennsyivania, and 
it has tens of billions of tons of coal and 
iron lying under its soil. I might make 
similar comparisons as to Tennessee, Geor- 
gia and also as to Oklahoma, which is now 
our greatest oll State, as well as one of the 
chief farming States of the Union“ 


Among the big_problems of today is how 
we can keep down the prices of clothing 
and food. We are short of both bread and 
meat, and eVerything is sky-high. Just de- 
fore coming South I talked with Mr. Brad- 
ford Knapp, who has charge of the demon- 


South. He tells me that our salvation lies 
in this region, and that with diversified 
farming it may be made 80 to increase the 
size of our bread and meat baskets as to 
‘greatly relieve the present high prices and 
supply what we need for our armies and 
allies, 

As it is, the South itgelf has 35,000,000 
stomachs to fill. It has one-third of the 
population of the — States to feed, and 


Louisiana is 


teday ts burying great pert of sup 
pliés from the North. The country can ene 
ily tab all its Own food and have vast quan- 
tities to export all over the world. Not long 
ago it was producing nothing but cotton, and 
it is only lately that it has begun to put 
much in corn, wheat, oate and hay. Never- 
theless, its total grain crop of last year was 
worth more than 31.200,00, 0 This in- 
cluded only. corn, wheat and oats, and it 


‘raised in addition rice worth more than 


$40,000,000. In 1915 the South harvested 
more than one-third of the corn crop of the 
United States, and it has the record of hav- 
ing produced the most corn ever raised on 
any one acre. That acre was farmed by a 
boy, and the product was 259 bushels. in 
1912 a Mississippi farmer took more than 
8000 bushels of corn from a seventy-acre 
field, his average being in excess of 120 
bushels per acre. 

And now as to the meat! When the 
South has developed its live-stock possibili- 
ties Uncle Sam will not have to go to Aus- 
tralia for his mutton, nor to Argentina and 
Uruguay for his beef. In 1916 the live stock 
of the South was worth more than $1,000,- 
000,000, and with the present demands it 
will greatly increase. Recent experiments 
show that beef can be produced in many of 
these States at 4 or 5 cents a pound, and 
that pork can be raised at a cost of less 
than 4 cents a pound. This is in striking 
contfast to the prices we are paying for 
meat of all kinds. 

I might also mention how the South ts 
fast ‘becoming the winter garden of our 
biggest cities and towns. It is now receiv- 
ing more than $500,000,000 a year from fruit 
and vegetables, and a vast trucking industry 
has grown up along the coastal plain all the 
way from Chesapeake Bay to the bottom of 
Florida and along the shores of the gulf as 
far south as the Mexican border. They are 
now shipping vegetables to all parts of the 
North from southernmost Texas, and I have 
before me as I write a copy of the Galves- 
ton News, containing a telegr@in showing 
how John Burns, who lives at Eagle Lake 
(wherever that may de.) recently shipped 
four carloads of spinach from ten acres of 
ground at a price of $900 per car. The dis- 
patch says that he put fifty acres in spin- 
ach last season, and that the crop brought 
him in $7600. 

Our national government is mobilizing 
our manufactures in order that they may 
be used to the best advantage for us and 
our allies in Europe. This will be of great 
importance in the economical struggle when 


peace comes and also in our national de 
stration farm work now going on in the 


velopment for all time to come. The South 
has enormous manufacturing possibilities. 
It has more coal than Germany, Great 
Britain, Austria, Russia or France. It has 
more than 10,000,000,000 tons of iron yet to 
be mined, and it is now annually producing 
about 40,000,000 tons of pig iron, or more 
than one-half of all the pig iron made by 
the world. It is minigg about one-half of 
all the coal of the world, and its coal re- 
sources have barely been touched. It has

enough coal and iron to furnish a armor plate 
for an the navies ow, ann and 
leave 0 to make a stéel Wale 
around equator. 

Among the absolute necessities of the 
present time are gasoline and fuel oi]. The 


oll ts used to run the fleets of our navy. 


and the merchant marine, and the gasoline 
must be had for the automobiles, motor 
trucks and airplanes. The richest oil fields 
of the world are now in the South. Those 
of Oklahoma, Texas and Louisiana are al- 
ready producing one-third of the oil of the 
world and, as 1 write this, new fields are 
being opéned in Louisiana and Texas along 
the Mexican from Houston to. Galves- 
ton. Port Arthur, on that coast, is a great 
oil spigot, into which rivers of petroleum 
from four or five States are now pouring, 
and the output from there goes in tank 
steamers to Europe, Asia and Africa, and, 
in fact, to most parts of the world. The 
government has taken this great oll factor 
into account, and care will be used to con- 
serve not only the oil, but the vast quan- 
tities of gas that dow from the wells. 
The South of the future will bulk large 


in furnishing the goods we have lacked on 


account of the great war in Europe. They 
are already establishing dye works in Ten- 
nessee and other States, to free us of our 
dependence upon Germany. In the past six 
months a town of 5000 people has grown up 
at Kingsport, which is making dyes of coal 
tar, and the by-products of the coal mines 
are such that the quantity of coloring mat- 
ter can be indefinitely increased. 


We have been suffering largely from the 


loss of the fertilizers of Europe. The South 
has vast phosphate mines, and it has water 
powers which will enable us to get nitrogen 
from the air, as they are now doing in Eu- 
rope. As to sulphur, we have some of the 
largest deposits of the world, lying under 
the swamps within a few hours’ ride of New 
Orleans, and another great sulphur bed has 
recently been discovered at Freeport, in 
Texas, so near the Guif of Mexico that the 
sulphur can be taken from the mines almost 
direct to the vessels. The American prod- 
uct has revolutionized the sulphur industry. 
Sixteen years ago Sicily had nine-tenths of 
the business, but now fully balf of all that 
is mined comes out of Louisiana, and we 
shall have all the sulphur we need for mak- 
ing munitions in our great war with the 
Germans.

by-product of our copper mines. One of the 
largest plants now in existence is that of the 
Tennessee Copper Company, which takes

profits of that trip alone will pay for the 
vessel. 


At Slidell, near New Orleans, they have 
started to build ocean vessels, and others 
are being constructed on the Natchez River, 
which will find their way out to the harbor 
of Port Arthur. At Lake Charles, La., they 
are building ocean-going barges which have 
gasoline engines and sails, so that they can 
move by their own power if they should 
become detached from the steamers that are 
towing them. 

Farther north, along the South Atlantic 
Coast, some shipbuilding is going on, and 
that in addition to the great plants at New- 
pert News and at Baltimore. One of the 
largest shipping yards of the United States 
is now being constructed at Sparrows Point, 
Md. It belongs to the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany, and Charles Schwab has guaranteed 
the expenditure there of about $50,000,000. — 

In all woodworking wanufactures the 
South has a great advantage in its enormous 
extent of forests and lumber resources. 
Some of the largest pine woods of the 
United States are those of Louisiana and 
Arkansas, and they have what is known as 
the “battleship pine,” which makes the best 
masts far vessels, The southern yellow pine 
is found in eleven States, and there Is said 
to be 200,000,000,000 or 300,000,000,000 feet 
still uncut. Altogether the South has about 
40 per cent. of the standing timber of the 
United States, and of late it has been cut- 
ting more than half of all the lumber that 
we use. There are today something like 
18,000 sawmills at work in different parts 
of the South, and the lumber goes to every 
State and to almost every county east of 
the kies. The forests contain vast quan- 
tities of hardwoods as well as of pine, and 
they supply a large part of the oak and 
hickory used in the furniture and vehicle 
factories of the North. 


I might add that the South now has one- 
third of all our railroads, and that its lines 
are making more money than those of any 
other part of the Union. I might say that 
its waterfalls have more than 5,000,000 of 
undeveloped horse power, and that it has 
one place on the Tennessee River which 
can furnish more energy than that now used 
at Niagara. I might show that the south- 
ern banks now have deposits of more then 
$3,000,000,000, and that the people are tak- 
_ing a large part of the bonds that have been 
issued to finance the war. I might say 
much more, but I have given you enough to 
show something of this wonderful field of 
industry and wealth, which the people are 
glad to devote to their country. As to the 
special developments along certain lines, [ 
shall write in the future.

pines as it is the loftiest and most majestic 
of all. It has less of the pine smell and 
taste in the leaves of any species and its 
cones are the longest of any, rarely growing 
to eighteen inches long. 

A pine that seems to avoid its fellows, 
growing singly and branching widely in a 
straggling fashion, is Pinus Sabiniana, the 
Digger or nut pine. The first popular name 
is due to the use of the seeds for food by 
the Digger Indians.* The seeds or nuts are 
large and sweet, with a thick hard shell and 
much esteemed for food by the aborigines. 

The sac fungi are interesting fer the rea- 
son that two or more species are large and 
edible, the morels and the truffles. Yet to 
this same group are many poisonous species, 
also the green and yellow molds, the black - 
knot fungus, bitter rot of apples, the mil- 
dews and many other nuisances. 

While the high cost of living confronts 
us let all plant some chayotes to grow 
over fence, arbor, or outbuildings. The vine 
is quite ornamental as are the fruits, and 
curious as well as being excellent summer 
squashes. Plant at least one right now. 

* 

Know all garden owners that tomatoes 
do well on garden fences. On mesh wire 
they find sufficient support, though it is 
better to tle vines up than leave them to 
entwine in the wires, as the latter cut 
through the succulent substance, Tomatoes 
so grown are far more ornamental than 
many non-fruiting plants. 

Growing along margins of streams and 
often in the water, in the northern part of 
California, may be found one of the largest 
apd finest of all saxifrages, S. peltata. It is 
hardy over all the Pacific Coast and should 
be widely used as a wet-soil plant. 

There are three species of Schinus, to 
which our Claifornia pepper tree belongs. 
One other than the common species is 
locally grown, the Brazilian species, S. tere- 
binthifolius. It is somewhat like the Peru- 
vlan species byt smaller, less handsome, and 
with eoarser leaves. The third species is a 
shrub with simple leaves. 

It is a well-recognized principle in both 
botany and soology that plants and animals 
do not make unrewarded efforts or outlays 
for the benefit of others. Therefore fruit 
pulps about seeds benefit the seeds directly 
or the latter are assisted in germination by 
passing through animals. 

Casimiroa edulis is the name of the tree 
that bears the white sapote or sapote blanco 
of the Mexicans, a most excellent fruit and 
a tree hardy in Southern California. Speci- 
mens near Los Angeles have fruited regu- 
larly for over a quarter century. One in 
Santa Barbara is thought to be 100 years 
old. 


Mushrooms, toadstools, “Indian pipes,” 


snow plant and even baker's yeast are 
known to scientists as saprophytes, a class 
of plants that subsist upon the humus of 
the soll or dead or decaying organic matter 
either animal or vegetable. While some are 
edible, some are poisonous, and still others 
harmless but unpalatable.

Pitcher plants, or those with pitchertike 
leaves have a wide range. One species, 
Sarracenia purpure, ranges along the At. 
lantic Coast from Florida to Labrador and 
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inland from Alabama to Minnesota. They 
are handsome plants wiih fine flowers and 
grow in swampy lands.

A large part of Africa may be devoted to 
the culture of rubber trees and even now 
rubber is one of the chief products of the 
tropical belt. The trees are not Castillas, as 
are those of South and Central America, 
Mexico, etc., but species of Landolphia. 

Fertilizers, like soils, best promote. crop 
growths when well pulverized. Not only 
does lumpy materia) furnish a menace by 
contact, but equable distribution best con- 
tributes to all plant growth. Purchasers of 
commercial fertilizers should make sure the 
mechanical condition is good. 

Owners of moving sand dunes should sow 
seeds of Lupinus arboreus, a yellow tree or 
bush lupin, and also plant sea bent grass, 
Calamagrostis arenaria. With these two 
growing the dunes will cease to wander and 
become really attractive. Trees may then 
be planted, with assurance of success, 

Water loving trees along streams often 
consume more water than they save. et- 
mates are that a beech forest will transpire 
nearly 50 per cent. of an annual precipitation 
of twenty inches, while a coniferous forest 
but 8 per cent. of the same or like precipt- 
tation. 

Feeding roots are at the extremities, the 
fine root-hairs and in case of trees are not 
near the trunk, but at some distance there- 
from.

o YOU know “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner” and “America” by heart? If not, 
The Times gives you an opportunity 

to learn them. Col. Nicholas Smith, in 
Stories of Great National Songs,” relates 
that about twenty years ago there was a 
“pyeunion of students in Paris that included 
representatives from many countries. A 
feature of the programme was the singing of 
~ favorite national songs by those of different 
nationalities. The Russians, Swiss, Ger- 
mans, English, French and Italians sang 
their songs in splendid chorus, but when the 
young Americans were called upon tey 
were at a loss what to do, as not one of 
them could start a single American patriotic 
song. Finally a-happy thought struck the 
students from the Southern States and they 
sang “We'll Hang John Brown,” and the 
northern boys, who were in the majority, fol- 
lowed with the old army song, “We'll Hang 
Jef Davis to a Sour Apple Tree; and the 
first feeling of mortification was dispelled by 
the uproarious merriment that followed.

| hundreds of pulpits were draped with the 
national emblem and the congregations sang 
“Star Spangled Banner.” A week after the 
blowing up of the battleship Maine the or- 
thestra at Daly's Theater suddenly stopped 
playing the regular programme and started 
the national hymn. Almost immediately 
there was a tremendous yell, and leaping to 
their feet the people cheered till they 
drowned the orchestra; and finally the whole 
audience sang the inspiring measures and 
ended with a shout that shook the walls. 

At every National Soldier's Home, at 
every United States garrison in the home 
land or the islands of the sea, on every flag - 
ship of every United States naval squadron 
in whatever part of the world it may be, at 
sunset when the flag is lowered the many 
plays “The Star Spangled Banner.” , 

Only ten years after Key's song was * 
ten, when Richard Rush Was United States 
Minister to England, his son Benjamin, then 
a lad, had a manuscript copy of the words. 
It was seen by a Mr. George Spowers, who 
asked to borrow it. When it was returned 
he had added the following stanza:

For more than 100 years Americans have 
Deen singing “The Star Spangled Banner.” 

In these times of war's alarms when the 
flag is everywhere displayed, the song per- 
vades it like an invisible spirit and the mind 
goes back to those other troublous times 
when the stirring words had birth. 


It is Tuesday morning, September 13, 1814, 
On a point of land jutting inte Chesapeake 
Bay, little Fort McHenry, @ mass of brick 
and earth, “low and squat like a bulldog,” 
guards Baltimore. On board a ship of the 
British fleet ls an American prisoner. An 


— 


— 


American boat with a flag of truce reaches 
the admiral’s ship and two men are received 
on board, one the commissioner in charge of 
the truce flag, the other a handsome young 
aide-de-camp who left his law office to volun- 
teer for military duty, and now intent on 
securing the release of his friend, the pris- 
oner. 

At last a reluctant promise of deferred.re- 
lease is secured, and in the meantime the 
young soldier and his companion are de- 
tained, since an immediate attack on Fort 
McHenry makes it desirable that no word of 
warning be carried ashore. 

A force of British soldiers disembarks tor 
the land attack, the fleet ranges itself in a 
semicircle beyond reach of the fort's forty- 
two pounders, and bombardment begins. Be- 
set by land and sea, McHenry seems 
doomed. The volunteers who assist the 
regulars in defending the fort are com- 


manded by the brother-in-law of the young 


alde-de-camp who is in plain sight of it all 
but powerless to help his hard-pressed 
friends and neighbors. 

All day the firing continues, and the de- 
tained patriots anxiously watch the flag. The 
last ray of fading daylight shows it still 
afloat from the ramparts. Till after mid- 
night the rockets and bursting bombs tell 
the Americans pacing the deck that the fort 
is still holding out, then all is silent. Not 
long ago the aide had seen the glare of fire 
and smoke against the sky and knew that 
Washington was burning. Will games soon 
leap from Baltimore? In their forced inac- 
tion and uncertainty the strain is terrific. An 
interval of an hour and the bombardment is 
continued with increased force at closer 
range—then the fort has not surrendered! 
Toward morning the firing again ceases. Im- 
patiently they wait for the approaching 
dawn, when with field glasses they strain 
their eyes for a glimpse of the flag, not know 
ing which it will be, American or British, 


but vapors shroud the shore. At 7 o'clock a 
rift reveals the Stars and Stripes still 
proudly floating from the ramparts. “The 
flag is still there,” the attack has failed. 

How vividly the song tells the story—for 
it was then “The Star Spangled Banner was 
born and Francis Scott Key, the aide-de- 
camp held prisoner in Chesapeake Bay, gave 
to his country its national hymn. Thrilled 
by the overwheiming surge of his emotions 
at sight of the flag, he took from his pocket 
a letter and wrote on the back of it the first 
stanza of the song, adding an outline of the 
others before he reached the sbore. 

The repulsed British army re-embarked, 
the fleet withdrew, and the three Americans 
were permitted to go ashore. After Mr. Key 
put his song in shape he showed it to his 
brother-in-law, who at once took it to a 
printer and in a few hours it was in _cireu- 
lation on the streets in the form of hand- 
bills. Then the Baltimore American printed 
it under the title, “Defense of Fort McHenry. 
Tune, ‘Anacreon in Heaven,“ and so it will 
probably be sung as long as there is an 
American flag, though usually the third 
verse is omitted. 

“Anacreon” Was not a thing of tender sen- 
timent, but a popular English drinking song 
of “the jolly good fellow” kind. The origin 
of the music is not clear, though it is 
thought to be the work of John Stafford 
Smith, an English composer who was a mem- 
bes of the Anacreontic Society of London, 
which was dedicated to the “convivial bard 
of ancient Greese,” Anacreon. If so, it dates 
from about 1770. But from the time the 
tune was exalted and glorified by the words 
of Francis Scott Key its place was irrevoca- 
biy fixed. So perfectly are the sentiment 

and melody united that neither can be 
thought of apart from the other, any more 
than we can think of the flag as se 
from the Stars and Stripes. 
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no longer:

In our centennial year the spirit with 
which Great Britain entered into its celebra- 
tion caused this half-century-old stanza to 
be published.

Key's emotions.could he have seen, after the 
lapse of 100 years, the Stars and Stripes 
floating over the highest tower of the British 
Parliament buildings at Westminster, and 
above all the govertiment buildings, as the | 
neWspapers told us they did on April 20, 
1917—put there by British hands; while in 
St. Paul Cathedral, where were displayed 
some of the selfsame British flags that were 
carried in our War of the Revolution, thous- 
ands of Britons, including King George and 
Queen Mary, met to ‘celebrate in religious 
service America’s part in the present con- 
flict. And as the closing number the band 
played and the congregation rose and sang 
“The Star Spangled Banner.”

nearly all the bacteria. A manured soil 
will stand about twenty inches of water per 
acre, which of course can be increased with 
increase in manuring.

If a soil is rich so that the plants can get 
plenty of food, they do not require more 
than half the water needed to carry them in 
poor soil.

If we give our plants too much water they 
will take it so long as they can throw it off 
their leaves by transpiration.

It was struck out at a sitting, without the 
slightest idea it would ever attain the popu- 
larity it has since enjoyed.. The first time 
it was sung publicly was at a children’s cele- 
bration of American Independence at the 
Park Street Church, Boston, I think July 4, 
1832.” 

It is said 500 young Voices joined in the 
first presentation of Smith's hymn, sung to 
the tune found in the German music book. 

We have had “God Save America,” “God 
Save Washington,” “God Save the Presi- 
dent, (sung at both inaugurations’ of Lin- 
coln and Grant, and that of Hayes,) “God 
Bless the Thirteen States,” (written by a 
Dutch lady for the sailors of five American 
vessels at Amsterdam and published in the 
Pennsylvania Packet.) and “God Bless our 
Native Land;” and “America” took its 
chances with the rest until the flag was 
shot down at Fort Sumter, when it found 
its place. 

A copy of the words in the author's own 
handwriting was requested by the Pope for 
the Vatican Library. The copy was pre- 
sented on New Year's Day, 1895, the year of 
the doctor’s death. 

Shortly after the Spanish-American War 
Miss Helen Gould, distinguished for her 
patriotism and philanthropy, distributed 50,- 
000 copies of “My Country ‘tis of Thee.” 

Familiar as Americans must have been 
with the British national air of “God Save 
the King.“ themselves British before 1771 
and having equal claim to it—it is rather 
surprising that our “America” 
come to us through the national hymna of 
Germany. This song, capable of thrilling

It is the state anthem of Denmark and 
ot Switzerland, and was the state melody of 
Russia until Czar Nicholas, desiring the Rus- 
sians to have a hymn of their own, had one 
written in 1833. 

And where did the tune come from that 
has such charm that it is the national air of 
half a dozen nations? The English attribute 
both their song and music to Dr. Henry 


Carey. who wrote them in honor of a birth- 


day of George II. about 1735. The Scotch 
claim it and take it back to 1669. There is a 
story that it was taken from a Siberian pro- 
cessional chant; it is said to be a very old 
chant of the Catholic church in the Silesian.

Careless Handling of Food. 
Important amounts of perishable foods are 
made dangerous or inedible in households 
because they are exposed unnecessarily to 


heat, germs, dust, dirt or to files and other 
insects. 


Much milk spoils quickly becanse it is 
kept uncovered in warm kitchens. Close 
observance of the doctrine “Keep perish- 
able food, especially milk, cool, clean, and 
covered continuously” may make a striking 


difference in the food bills of many families. 


In other cases, one or two vegetables, 
beets or carrots, for instance, not needed 
immediately. are thrown out or allowed to 
spoil instead of being used in soups or com- 
bination dishes. Fruits which could be 
stewed and kept are allowed to spoil. Veg- 
Stables and fruits in quantities often are 
stored in hot, damp, and poorly ventilated 
bins and under conditions which hasten 
wilting, fermentation and decay. Fruits, 
surplus beans, tomatoes and other veg- 
etables produced in home gardens are al- 
lowed to spoil on the vines or rot on the 


price.

HE gigrious climate of California was 
T never more glorious than during the 
+ month of April just passed. The 
month gave the great Southwest 281.8 hours 
of actual sunshine, This was 72 per cent. 
of the possible sunshine for the month. 
There are other regions where the sun fnay 
have done better than this, but nowhere in 
a country so luxuriant and fertile as the 
Great Southwest. There was alittle less 
than half an inch of rain during the month, 
and the total for the season September 1 to 
April 30 was a trifle over fifteen inches, or 
very close to the normal rainfall. The sun 
“was ardent one day, when he made the 
mercury climb up to 84 deg. Two weeks 
later the minimum was 42 deg. The record 
for the month was fifteen perfectly clear 
days, or just half the days of the month, and 
there were only five that could be termed 
cloudy. There was a little fog during the 
month, but only two days when it was 
dense. 

Just analyze this weather report for the 
month of April.

The many streams of 
Southern California furnish admirable 
stamping ground for these follqwers of this 
gentle sport. Up at Little Bear Lake fisher- 
men are taking the limit every day before 
noon, and the fish are big fellows too, run- 
ning from twelve to twenty-three inches 
each. One report in The Times the other 
day said the lake is “alive with rainbow and 
Colorado trout.” The statement goes on 
that even a beginner should have no trouble 
in taking the absolute limit. 

Here is a fish story from San Luis Obispo 
for which the actual truth may be vouched 
for by any one. A little company went out 
to the San Carpojo, bringing back with 
them eight of the biggest steelheads ever 
seen at San Luis Obispo.

A Flock of Midases. 


HE Comptroller of the National Cur- 

rency in Washington called upon the 
national banks for their condition on May 1. 
Thirteen national banks in Los Angeles 
make an unusual showing. Deposits aggre- 
gate well over $96,000,000, showing a gain 
of about $4,000,000 from the date of the last 
call about two months ago. This is an unu- 
sual showing for banks in this city at this 
period of the year. Many tourists come in 
the fall, and these begin to go back home in 
March, larger numbers returning in April, 
and they all draw out their bank accounts, 
reducing deposits very largely. 

The statement shows an active demand 
for money too, the loans and discounts 
showing an increase of about $3,000,000, or 
well up to the increase in the deposits. 


Her Good Work Continues. 


OMEWHERE in the Bible there ts a story 

about some dead person, of whom it is 
said: Being dead, yet speaketh.” A Los 
Angeles pioneer woman who died some time 
ago did better than this, for although dead 
for years her good work goes on. We are 
speaking of the late Mrs. John M. Griffith, 
who came to Los Angeles in very early 
days, and who, like her husband, gave away 
several fortunes. She was a member of 
St. Athanasius Church at its foundation, and 
when the church property on the corner of 
Temple and New High streets was sold and 
the parish was about to move it changed its 
name to St. Paul's. Mrs. Griffith gave two 
lots to build the new church on, on Olive 
street between Fifth and Sixth. Since then 
Central Park has been laid out right in 
front of the property, which has become ex- 
ceedingly valuable. 

The congregation of St. Paul's is moving 
to get a new church edifice, and proposes 
to sell sixty feet of Mrs. Griffith's gift, 
which will finance the entire new building, 
which is expected to cost about $150,000. 


District Worth It. 


HE Sixth District Agricultural Associa- 
tion has its headquarters in the city of 

Los Angeles, and preparations are now be- 
ing actively made for the big agricultural 
exposition which will take place some time 
in the fall. This is the farmer's era that we 
are living in, and its importance has 
reached its acme here in the current crop 
year. America has to feed about half the 
world this year, and there is no other spot 
in the country that will respond to the 
call for food more enthusiastically, Über 
ally and efficiently than Southern California. 
Plans are being prepared that call for four 
great exhibit buildings, twenty stock barns, 
and six outbuildings, all to cost $150,000. 
The Legislature just adjourned appropr‘ated 
$50,000 for the fair. The buildings are to 
be in Exposition Park, and are to be in 
closed with an ornamental fence a mile and 
a third long. The tentative date set is 
October 20 to November 17 inclusive. One 
entire week is to be devoted to a stock 
show. Southern California will have some 
great cattle at this agricultural exposition,

This, of course, was the best of good taste. 
But good taste aside, most of those who so 
loudly condemned the style and make-up 
of the British newspaper didn't know what 
they were talking about—which is not unn 
eval among a certain class of critics. 

In some respects the leading London 
Pewspapers are the best in the world. 
What other paper can beat the Times for 

- foreign news, the Daily Chronicle for gene- 
ral all round cxcellence, the Daily News 
for political information—if you happen to 
be of its politica) stripe; the Daily Tele- 
graph for enterprise and the Daily Mail for 

* giving the public what it thinks it wants? 

The newspaper center of Londan is Fleet 
etreet which may be called the news clear- 
inhouse of the world. When anything 
really imyortant happens Fleet sireet knows 
it within a few minutes, as a general rule. 
News must be important for the London 
newspapers to bother with it. 

Fleet street is one of the world's most 
remarkable streets. It takes its name from 
a river, and a particularly dirty one at- that. 
But they converted the river into a sewer 
ct the time London was partially cleaned 
up and the waters of the Fleet now run into 
the Thames underground. And from being 
a river, the Fleet has become a street from 
which words flow endlessly. 


I happened to start my newspaper career 
in the London office of the Toronto Globe at 
Nos. 86 and 87 Fleet street and the spell of 
the street is still upon me though it is 
twenty years since | left it. 


Fleet street of today is probably an im- 
provement over the Pleet street of the 
nineties, but if so it must be extraordinarily 
fatcinating. The nineties were years of 
great newspaper development. The Daily 
Ma'l, the Sun, the Westminster Gazette and 
a host of other papers were products of 
that “restless, ambitious, imperial age.” 
There were giants in those days in the news- 
paper world but some of them are now 
peacefully slumbering in the peerage. 

As a street must begin and end some- 
where. it may be stated that Fleet street 
runs from Ludgate Circus, where the old 
Lud Gate used to stand, to Temple Bar, 
where it becomes the Strand. There used 
to be an old archway, the work of Sir 
Christopher Wren, at this point; but its 
Place is now occupied by a bronze griffin 
which parts the traffic. 

Jempie Bar, it may be mentioned, marks 
‘the boundary on the west of the Lord 
Mayor's jurisdiction. On Fleet street side 
of the bar the city constables are on duty; 
on the Strand side the “bobbies” are Metro- 
politan Police—a distinction which may 
apf ear to Le without a difference because a 
“bobby's” a “bobby” in London, EK. C., just 
as much as in London, W. C., the other side 
of the dragon. 

The City of London, as distinguished from 
other parts of it, is tenacious about its 
rights and Temple Bar served its purpose 
it barred out the sovereign on his visits until 
the swerd ceremony was concluded. Even 
today when King Gearge drives into the 
city he has to stop at Temple Bar and wait 
until the Lord Mayor presents the sword of 
the city to him and he, in accordance with 
ancient custom, at once returns it. 

Starting from the Ludgate Circus end of 
London's “Park Row” the first newspaper 
office to attract attention is that of Punch, 
with which so many famous writers and 
artists have been connected. The business 
office of the “London Charivari” is situated 
where St. Bride's Court juts out of Fleet 
street. On the opposite side of the Court 
is the business office of the World which 
Edmund Yates made notable as a weekly 
and on which Henry Labouchere had his first 
taste of sprightly journalism before he estab- 
lished Truth. 

And speaking of business offices, it is 
remarkable to note that few of the great 
papers have their editorial offices in the 
same building with their counting houses— 
to use an Englith term. The main news- 
paper structures on Fleet street are devoted 
to receiving advertisements, but the editorial 
and printing departments are in more or less 
@ntiquated establishments on narrow side 
Streets like Bouverie street and Fetter lane.

have fine offices further up the street from 
Punch, the Chronicle on the left and the 
Telegraph across the way, with its editorial 
entrance in Peterborough Court through 
which its young lions walk daily on their 
way to the editorial rooms where they per- 
form their roaring in true Telegraphese. 

The Daily News transacts its business in 
a building at the corner of Fleet street and 
Bouverie street but its editorial department 
is lower down Bouverie, not far from the 
Thames embankment. Punch its edi- 
torial rooms oppesite. The Daily Telegraph 
has always been distinguished for its enter- 
prise, which made money for its owner and 
also helped him on the road to the peerage 
as Lord Burnham. The D. T.“ joined with 
the New York Herald in paying the expenses 
of Sir H. M. Stanley to discover Living- 
stone, a missionary who was lost in the 
wilds of Africa at a time when that part of 
the world was known as the “dark conti- 
nent.” That's an old story, of course, but it 
was quite a feat at the time. 

Even staid old conservatives, like myself 
for example, find pleasure in that intensely 
radical paper, the Daily Chronicle. An old 
time friend, Percy A. Hurd, brother of Archi- 
bald Hurd, the famous authority on naval 
matters, who taught me my early steps in 
newspaperdom, used to be an editorial 
writer and book reviewer for the Chronicle, 
which is well known for producing smart 
men. Henry W. Massingham, “mossy-headed 
Massingham,” as George Bernard Shaw 
called him, was editor at thaé dime, and the 
parliamentary writer was J. A. Spender, now 
editor of the Westminster Gdzette. Mass- 
ingham is now editor of the Nation. He and 
Spender made a great pair and they cer- 
tainly could “touch up” their opponents. 

Before the Chronicle became a metropoli- 
tan daily it was a district newspaper, the 
Clerkenwell News. It achieved such a suc- 
ceas locally that its proprietors were en- 
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couraged to branch out. A paper called 
the Morning Chronicle had just about ceased 
to exist so the Clerkenwell crowd took the 
field with the Daily Chronicle and have held 
it ever since, despite great changes in Lon- 
don’s newspaper world. 

Highly respectabie is the Daily News, for 
long the organ of the Liberal leaders, back- 
ing up Gladstone, Rosebery and Asquith, as 
each in turn became Premier, but not very 
strong for Lloyd George. Despite its radical 
tendencies the Dally News is conservative 
in many ways. Charles Dickens used to 
represent it in the press gallery in the House 
of Commons and afterward was editor for a 
brief period. He found the duties uncon- 
genial and soon gave way to thé late Sir 
John Robinson under whom the paper made 
great strides. 


In a nmeeasure, the leader m London news- 
paperdom today is Lord Northcliffe. You 
have to leave Fleet street to find kim. 
Among the multitude of papers which he 
owns is the Times, the Daily Mall and the 
Evening News, none of which is situated op 
the famous street. The Times, which, despite 
of all efforts of rivals, maintains its position 
as head of the Loadon daily papers, has its 
offices in Printing House Square, just off 
Queen Victoria street and not far from 
Blackfriars bridge. It is, however, within 
a stone's throw of Fleet street. The Daily 
Mail has its own building on Tudor street, 
which ia even nearer the Fleet thoroughfare. 

Lord Northeliffe erected the Daily Mail 
building in the days when he was plain 
Alfred Charles William Harmsworth and he 
installed for himself the most luxurious edi- 
torial. room in the British Empire. H 
worked like a Trojan those days—he was 
always a glutton for work, He overloòked 
every department in the whole building and 
he knew his business from top to bottom.

The) 
have a style of their own which is far dd 
ferent to that of the United States but it's 
just as interesting. Some of the most bril- 
liant newspaper men in the British Empire 
have been connected with the London alter - 
noon papers. 

T. P. O'Connor, for example, the fascinat- 
ing Irishman who sits in the British House 
of Commons for a Liverpool division, was 
the first editor of the Star. He used to live 
in apartments near the roof of the news- 
paper building on Stonecutter street, which 
runs out to Farringdon street, a short dis- 
tance below Ludgate Circus. Bernard 
Shaw, in those days a vegetarian and a 
wearer of flannel shirts was musical and 
dramatic critic. “Very few people in Lon- 
don know anything but those who do learnt 
it all from me,” G. B. 8. wrote on one occa- 
sion to Mrs. T. F. O'Connor, a Texas woman. 

“Tay Pay,” as he is still called, astonished 
London one day by leaving the Star and 
establishing the Sun, and moreover, he pro- 
duced his new sheet on pink paper. It was 
not the first appearance of a regular daily 
in pink for O'Connor owed the idea to the 
Sporting Times which, because of its color, 
was known as the “Pink-Un.” The Irish 
M. P. for an English constituency started 
in the Sun a “Mainly About People” column 
and later, when he established a gossipy 
weekly, he called it “Mainly About People.” 

The Star and the Sun frankly appeal 6 
the masses, especially in the matters of 
sports and spicy court stories. They publish 
edition after edition daily, the first one 
before noon, and were the first papers to 
have a special corner for latest news,” 
printed in red ink, which they called “stop 
press news.” Within a few seconds after a 
big horse race such as the Derby, or a great 
football game is over the afternoon papers 
win have their edition out on Fleet street. 

More staid and somewhat “high brow” are 
the penny afternoon papers such as the 
Westminster Gazette and the Pall Mall 
Gazette. Their more sprightly rivals cost 
only a ha penny. which is the equivalent of a 
cent. 

Americans heard something about the Pall, 
Mall when William Waldorf Astor purchased 
it in 1893. He used it to further his personal 
ambitions which reached their height after 
the expatriated American was appointed 
Baron Astor. 


They used to tell a somewhat remarkable 
story about Astor and the P. M. G.“ When 
he bought it it was a Liberal paper and he 
turned it into a supporter of the Conserva- 
tive party. He seems to have fondly imagined 
that all the staff would turn their coats but 
the men resigned in a body. 

Sir George Newnes, proprietor of Tit Bits, 
the Strand and the Wide World Magazine, 
recognizing that here was a staff ready-made 
immediately started the Westminster Gaz- 
ette as a rival to the Pali Mall. E. T. Cook, 
who was editor of the latter, took charge of 
the new paper and with his old staff quickly 
made it an influence. The Westminster was 
the first paper to introduce the green sheet. 
It was claimed that that coler was more 
soothing to the eyes than any other. 

The Pall Mall won fame with several big 
scoops, one being the resignation from the 
premiership of Wm. Gladstone. It was the 
“beat” of the nineties, a decade of big news. 
It was also remarkable for the eminence of 
Us editors who included Frederick Green- 
wood, John Morley, afterward Lord M 
and biographer of Gladstone; William T. 
Stead, who lost his life on the Titanic; Lord 
Milner, now a member of the British Cabi- 
net, and E. T. Cook, who after estab- 
lishing the Westminster Gazette became 
editor of the Daily News and was high in the 
councils of Liberal statesmen. Richard 
Whiteing, author of “No. 5, John Street,” a 
book which created a sensation in its day, 
once described the Pall Mall as “the smart- 
est thing in journalism, written by gentle- 
men for gentlemen.” It can easily be 
imagined, therefore, that it never attained 
the popularity or the circulation of the 
plebelan Star and Sun. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, too, is published 
far away from the bhurlyburly of Fleet 
street, its offices being in the Charing Cross

[New York Times: The first tryout of 
the Cristobal coal-loading plant at the Isth- 
mus of Panama is the subject of a report 
just received at the War Department from 
one of its boards, whose conclusions are 
that the plant fully meets the plans of the 
engineers and is probably the most efficient 
loading plant in the world. It was found 
that the minimum performance during the 


test was 1950 tons an hour and the maxi- 


mum 2486 tons. The minimum occurred 
when one of the four diggers was tempo 
rarily out of commission, due to a defec- 
tive bucket, which was at once repaired. 

At 2400 tons an bour the plant far exceeds 
the work of any other known plant for load-. 
ing steamships, or even of railroad loading 
plants. The canal collier Ulysses war 
loaded at the rate of 1650 tons an hour, 
and 12,000 tons were put on her in eight 
hours. Merchant ships cannot be loaded 
at this rapid rate, as their hatches are too 
small and their bunkers are not arranged 
to admit of such work. This is a feature 
in shipbuilding that is being carefully 
taken care of nowadays in constructing 
ships that are to pass through the canal. 
All new United States naval colllers are 
so built that they can be loaded at high 
speed.

not availing themselves of such an honor on 
account of some reason of their own; and 
they pray to be excused from accepting it, 
etc. Sometimes the persuading of his 
friends helps to break down the barriers 
and the day is won for the young man. 

In case of acceptance the girl is called into 
the parlor and asked if she accepts the 
young man, and after getting her consent, 

congratulations follow and the gentlemen 
are asked to dinner. This is followed by 
the first visit from the young man as 
“novio oficial” (formally engaged.) These 
engagements are long, from one year to 
three and even five years. 

The securing of the church and law permit 
is not an easy matter, as foreigners think, 
and many of them that are unable to be 
married in their own countries come to 
Mexico, thinking it will be easy, but these 
same people go back the way they came, 
unmarried. In order to get the permit the 
pretenders go through a ceremony called 
“Ja presentacion,” which means the present- 
ing of credentials showing both to be free 
from any obstacle to the marriage. Never- 
theless certain time has to elapse before 
they are accepted, the time being about 
fifteen days. Both the church and law 
announce it in public.

» The wedding ceremony is very important 
and both classes are married at the church 
first and then by the civil judge, appointed 
by the government, who takes charge of 
marrying and recording births and deaths 
and has charge of the burial licenses. Those 
that are able to pay him a little extra he 
will marry at their homes, otherwise they 
must be married at his office (the former 
is always done unless they are extremely 
poor.) Not many years ago the ceremony 
was conducted as follows: The bridegroom 
would go to the bride's parents and from 
there they went together to be married, 
accompanied by the parents of both and the 
bridesmaid, best man and friends. The 
bridegroom would take his bride to the 
altar and after the ceremony they would 
return home together. 

Most people used to be married in the 
morning during mass, as there was a very 
pretty ceremony during this time called 
“‘velacion.” It consisted of throwing a white 
cord or ribbon around both and each hold- 
ing a candle till the ceremony ended. This 
way of conducting the marriage ceremony 
and the custom of writing the cards have 
gone out of date and they marry in about 
the same way that they do in European 
countries. Still there are small towns where 
they are conservative and stick to their 
old ways. 

A bride is never married without the 
white dress, train, vei] and orange blossoms, 
otherwise she is subjected to ill comment, 
unless she is a widow and then she is mar- 
ried in black, Widows marry again, but

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A NEW SOURCE OF TEXTILE ‘DESIGNS. 


NEW and noteworthy movement, in 
A fact an accomplished and successful 

work of far-reaching interest to the 
textile industries, is the creation of fresh 
artistic designs by making use of the antique 
patterns of prehistoric fabrics found in the 
burial places of the New World. The most 
wonderfu! textiles in the world, showing the 
highest artistic skill in weaving and decora- 
tive art, are now determined to have come 
from ancient Peru, and these fabrics are 
beyond all question the most interesting 
technical and artistic record of textile his- 
tory—indeed, in some of their techniques 
and color combinations, they far surpass 


‘the best modern work. 


These remarkable fabrics, masterpieces in 
weaving and with a wealth of design, are 
now being used to supply the basis for deco- 
rative suggestion toward the development of 
a typically American school of design. This 
new field and source now opened up and 
being utilized for artistic inspiration and 
motive is the large and comprehensive col- 
lection of Peruvian fabrics at the Museum 
of Natural History, New York. These splen- 
did fabrics, the finest examples of the 
highly-developed culture of the Inca and 
pre-Inca civilization of Peru, are destined 
already to have the most pronounced 
influence on American textile art. A num- 
ber of large silk concerns and great mills 


for weaving apparel have now in course of 


manufacture numerous patterns created 
from these specimens. Another house is 
using twenty ribbon designs. In fact, mill 
owners and representatives of the textile 
craft are enthusiastic over the Wonderful 
products of the old masters of ancient Peru, 
which require only a little adaptation to 
become applicable to modern fabrics. 

To those interested in fabrics of the New 
World, the textiles of ‘ancient Peru are 
unique in Many Ways and possess a peculiar 
value. It is the world's one perfect record 
of the technical and artistic development 
of a single people. Here, there is no trace 
of outside influence. Her isolation forced 


her to travel the long road alone, which must 


have taken immense eras of time. From the 
crudest to the finest of woven webs, com- 
posed of the most delicate filaments human 
hands ever formed, a single people have 
left their records in the sepulcher—defying 
the ravages of time. 

In order to call attention and give 
encouragement to American designers and 
artists a series of cash competitive prizes 
were offered by one who is interested in 
textile industry, in co-operation with the 
Museum of Natural History, for the best 
textile deslens from the ancient Peruvian 
cloth on exhibition in the South American 
Hall. Some one thousand designs were re- 
ceived, and the successful winning designs 
along with others have just been on exhibi- 
tion at the Metropolitan Museum of Art and 
at the Art Alliance. This utilizing of a 
great museum collection as a valuable aid 
to American designers came at a most oppor-

tune time, for the war conditiong abroad 
make it impossible ‘for the great textile 
industry to get decorative suggestions from 
the usual sources. It was therefore judged 
that this was the psychological moment to 
exert an effort toward the development of a 
typically American school of design. It can 
be said that the practical progress made 
is already astonishing. In the illustrations 
on page 17 are shown three of the hand- 
some Peruvian garments, several thousands 
of years old, from which designs of modern 
fabrics were obtained for the spring season, 
while of the most practical and timely inter- 
est to the teatile trade and workers are the 
set of prize-winning designs, created from 
ancient fabrics of Peru. Duplicates of 
these and a great variety of others, were pur- 
chased at prices ranging from $25 to 3100, 
and are now being used for decorative pur- 
poses by various silk concerns. 

Ancient Peru, the land of the Incas, com- 
prised not only the region included within 
the present Republic of Peru, but also a 
greater part of Ecuador, Bolivia and Chile, 
and was about equal to that portion of the 
United States lying east of the Rocky 
Mountains. The Incas proper were a power- 
ful tribe of industrious, warlike people 
inhabiting the central Andeau plateau, from 
which dominating position they extended 
their conquest in all directions. They 
developed a much higher order of civiliza- 
tion than was found in other parts of the 
continent by the early European explorers, 
and the empire under their sway included 
many tribes speaking different dialects. In 
the absence of an aboriginal written lan- 
guage in Peru and on account of the meager- 
ness of the descriptions left by the first 
Europeans who visited the country, the 
story told by the objects found with the 
dead is in part the authentic history of 
ancient Peruvian life, representing their 
culture, industries, and craftsmanship. The 
extreme dryness of the air, combined with 
the nitrous character of the sand, into which 
moisture seldom found its way, caused the 
splendid and many colored fabrics placed 
with the dead to be preserved for many cen- 
turies. The coast region which is from 
fifty to ninety miles in width, extending 
from the foot of the Maritime Cordilleras 
to the Pacific, from five ‘to six hundred 
miles in length, was the ancient burying 
ground selected by the vast population dwell- 
ing in this lecality in pre-Spanish times. 
This is mostly a barren stretch of sandy 
desert, with cccasional fertile spots in some 
of the valley districts which have been irri- 
gated by mountain streams, there being no 
rainfall whatever. Rain has never known to 
fall. The elaborate worship of the dead 
prescribed offerings to be placed in the 
grave of all the objects associated with the 
deceased in daily life. 

Of the many treasures brought to light by 
recent museum explorers the most surpris- 
ing and interesting are the magnificent tex- 
tiles. Thousands of pieces were obtained, 
resplendent in coloring and ornamented with 


a medley of unique designs, displaying aston- 
ishing inventive ingenuity and marvelous 
technique in the art of weaving. In this they 
they were pre-eminent. One of the hand- 
some, richly colored tapestry ponchos here 
shown is a favorite with designers for sug- 
gesting motives and patterns. The two lower 
rows of squares show human figures and the 
puma. The squares above contain, for the 
most part, geometrical designs, but in some 
of them birds are represented flying up to or 
down, the step-form figures probably repre- 
senting clouds. Silver tinsel yarn in on- 
siderable quantity is woven into this poncho. 
This yarn was spun by twisting a thin band 
or ribbon of silver about a finished yarn of 
cotton. The warps are three-ply cotton and 
the weft of two-ply vicuna wool. In weaving 
their fine fabrics the ancient Peruvians had 
cotton for fair staple and of two colors—one 
snowy white, the other a beautiful golden 
brown. Their wool came from the fleeces 
of the three members of the camel family, 
the Nama, alpaca, and the vicuna. The first 
wool is coarse and was but seldom used; 
the qualities of alpace wool are well known; 
vicuna is much finer than alpaca apd very 
silk-like, and this was the material used in 
making the ponchos and the most beautiful 
specimens that have come down to us. 

The brilliadt colorings of these garment 
which cannot-be surpassed by the best dyers 
of the present day, is due to a certain vege- 
table dye, the secret of which has perished 
with the passing of the race. Some of the 
specimens obtained are today fresh and 
brilliant in color and appearance, equalling 
some of the choicest Gobelin tapestries of 
modern times. A section of one of the 
remarkable and beautiful of textiles from 
the lest empire ot the Incas is here pictured. 
This is a shawllike garmént, a recent gift 
of Mr. A. D. Juilliard, and comes from Ica 
Southern Peru. This garment is especially 
rich in color and its embroidery designs, 
the basis of which is a gauze, are made up 
of the repetition of a single figure in varying 
color combinations. .No two figures are 
exactly alike in color arrangement, yet each 
figure is a perfect color combination in 
itself, and the whole fabric is beautifully 
harmonious, The embroidered design deco- 
rating this garment is a representation of an 
Inca warrior dressed in poncho with battle 
ax in one hand and holding over his shou!- 
der with the other heads of his enemies. 
The figure is repeatedly reproduced in vary- 
ing color combinations, and the units of 
design are employed as convenient forms for 
the massing of colors rather than to exhibit 
beauty of line. The color combinations in 
this fabric are exquisite beyond description, 
implying a knowledge of values as fine as 
the world has ever seen. The figures are in 
blue, green, reds, browns, and yellows, on a 
black ground. 

In tapestry, ancient Peru reached a high 
textile development. The harmony of color, 
the beauty and fastness of dyes, and the per- 
fection of spinning and weaving, place these 
fabrics in a class oy themselves not only as

compared with the other textiles of this 
land, but as regards those of any other 
people. Many contain nearly three hundred 
weft yarns to cach inch. Mr. Crawford, in 
order to obtain exact information of the 
fineness of the web in a fragment of tapes- 
try, found it was impossible to count the 
weft with the testing lens ordinarily used in 
textile analyses. It was necessary to clamp 
an inch of the cloth on the platform of a 
dissecting microscope and pick off the weft 
yarn with a needle. The operation took 
three hours and a half. : 


The ancient Peruvian loom was primitive 
and of very simple form. It consisted of 
two ajicks, one at the top and the other at 
the bottom, over which the warp threads 
are stretched. About these threads are the 
loops of “leashes” ‘that lift them for the 
passage of the shuttle, taking the place of 
heddles in the modern heald or harness. Se 
eral. crosg-rods were generally used to keep 
the threads of the warp in position, and a 
batten to drive home the thread of the 
woof. Every class of textile of which we 
know anything today and almost every de- 
vice for fabric decoration was made on this 
loom in old Peru, but how Uttle the loom 
influenced the nature of fabric produced may 
be judged from the fact that many fabrics 
contain three distinct classes of decoration. 
The change from one type to the other was 
apparentiy under easy control of the woaver. 
In Egyptian weaving it is very common to 
find borders sewed on the garments; the 
Peruvians generally scorned such make’ 
shifts. If a border to a fabric was desired 
it was woven on in the most careful man- 
ner. In the same piece they changed from 
plain warp stripes to a double cloth with a 
tapestry. border or stripes of bobbin weav- 
ing with narrow tapestry border, or embroid- 
In fact, 
almost every fabric showed their wonderful 
mastery of the loom. 


We do not know the age of the Peruvian 
fabrics. They probably belong to different 
epochs, and while a part of them may not 
greatly antedate the historical! period (1532,) 
others are undoubtedly of very much greater 
age, perhaps several thousand years older. 
The greater number of specimens come from 
the coast region, which did not come under 
the Inca sway until] about one hundred to 
one hundred and fiity years before the Con- 
quest, and it is therefore evident that most 
of these fabrics were made many eenturies 
earlier. It was a very long step indeed from 
the first attempts at weaving to the produc- 
tion of these beautiful textiles. Asia, up to 
now, has been the source of practically all 
our textile science and art. The contribu- 


ions of Europe and America have been of a 


purely mechanical nature. American 
designers and artists now, however, are 
willing to pay the highest tribute and to sit 
at the feet of the old masters of the New 
World to study and profit from their ancient 
and perfect webs wrested from the Peruvian 
Desert. 


The American Flag.

THE STARS AND STRIPES.

How many American citizens are aware of 
the fact that when they hoist the national 
flag to the brees@ and let it fly day and 
night until it hangs in tatters that they are 
not showing respect to the flag, but instead 
are committing a breach of etiquette? For 
there Is an etiquette of the American flag 
which is as important as any eitquette ever 
Written. 

Fly your flag to the breeze by all means, 
but fly the flag by day from sunrise to sun- 
set. The American flag, according to eti- 
quette, never flies after sunset except over a 
besieged fort. 

Do you lower your flag to half on 
the passing of a friend or club ber? 
You do it out of respect to the friend, no 
doubt, but what about the respect of the 
flag? The United States government con- 
siders the flag se sacred that it provides for 
the flag at half-mast for only half a day 
each year in commemoration of 350,000 
Union soldiers who lost their lives during 
the Civil War. On this day, Memorial Day, 
May 30, the flag ts hoisted to the top of the 
staff and lowered to half-mast until mié 
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day at all army posts, stations and national 
cemeteries. Just before noon a dirge is 
played and the national salute of twenty- 
one guns is fired. At the conclusion of this 
memorial tribute the flag is hoisted to the 
top of the staff and remains until sunset. 
The meaning of this is that the national en- 
sign is too sacred an object to be long in 
mourning for any man or number of men 
no matter how exalted their rank. The gov- 
ernment regulations make one exception; on 
the death of a President in office the flag is 
displayed at balf-mast one full day. 

If you fly the flag in a reversed position, 
that is, with the union down, you fly a sig- 
nal of distress. If you fly two flags from one 
mast be sure that the national emblem occu- 
ples the topmost position. 

There are seven red and six white stripes 
in the American flag. A stripe for each of 
the original thirteen colonies, and, on the 
blue field or “union” there is a star for every 
State or forty-eight stars in all.

Fixing of Food Prices. 

The Secretary of Agriculture, in response 
to a telegram regarding the fixing of prices 
of food products, April 24 made the follow- 
ing reply: 

“Your telegram received. No agency now 
has power to fix prices of food products. 
Have suggested that Comgress confer power 
on the government to fix minimum and max- 
imum prices if the emergency requires them. 
The object of a minimum price to producers 
would be to stimulate production of certain 
staple products by assuring farmers that 
these products would not be disposed of be- 
low a certain level which would give them a 
reasonable return and would not cause them 
to suffer loss in any event. This would have 
to be done under proper regulation. The 
shortage of important cfops in this nation, 
the greatly depleted resources abroad, and 
the waste and destruction in Europe should 
cause a continuance of remunerative prices, 
but as an additional assurance to farmers 
the power indicated ought to be vested jm 
the government, It is not suggested that 
makimum prices be fixed to producers, but 
that power to fix such prices governing the 
distribution of products be given to the gov- 
ernment to be used if necessary to cdntrol 
uneconomic speculation and manipulation in 
the handling of food products. It ts of the 
first importance that no step be omitied 
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greatly to increase the supply, especially 
of the great staple food products of the 
United Stafes in every direction.”

Coming down from these musty prophecies 
of the past to the present, a noticeable pre- 
diction is that made in 1912 by the French 
mystic, Mme. de Thebes, who has only re, 
cently died. She-said: 

“Germany menaces Europe in general, and 
France in particular. When the war breaks 
out, hers will be the responsibility, but after 
the war there will be no longer either 
Hohenzollern or Prussian hegemony. This is 
all Berlin will gain by her violence and the 
brutality of her political methods.

lack of information but that we have been 
positively and often assertively wrong hav- 
ing taken our stand on what develops to be 
absolutely misinformation. This holds true 
with reference to things animate and inani- 
mate, but in no line is more striking than 
with regard to ourselves, our bodies, our 
senses, our foods, and our diseases. 


If we ask ten averagely well-informed per- 
sons in turn to locate their hearts, at least 
nine of them, and probably all of them, 
will place their hands well around on the 
left side or on the left breast up towards 
the shoulder. Of course, every one knows 
that the heart is on the left side! ut it 
Just happens that it is not. The most mus- 
cular chamber, the left ventricle, is on the 
left side of the heart, and the largest ar- 
tery, the aorta, arches over to the left, the 
point being directed toward the left; and 
these conditions make the beating of the 
heart more readily felt on the left side. 
But should we carefully slice ourselves di- 
rectly through the center of the breastbone, 
a larger portion of the heart would go out 
with the right side than with the left.

These are what we call fallacies—from 
the Latin verb fallere, to deceive. As 
psychologists tell us, they proceed either 
from reasoning falsely from correct premi- 
ses or from reasoning correctly from false 
premises, The greater part of them, es- 
pecially those held by ciildren, are to be 
ascribed to false reasoning from correct 
premises. Children, it is needless to point 
out, are usually provided with plenty of 
imagination. The imaginative human 
wants to explain the natural phenomena 
about him in the most entertaining and at- 
tractive way. The matter-of-fact person, the 
hard-headed business man, seldom has any 
fallacies, What he has are all deduced by 
reasoning correctly from wrong premises. 

The world is full of fallacies, entirely 
apart from the great mass of superstitions, 
which in themselves form a class. A little 
knowledge, it has been said, is a dangerous 
thing, and a superficial knowledge of the 
sciences will cause people to believe that 
the earth is shaped like a cooky (this fal- 
lacy is out of date now,) or that orchids 
subsist on air, or that salamanders can 
really exist in fire. Other weird beliefs run 
a parallel course with the materia medica; 
for instance, that whooping cough can be 
cured by letting a piebald horse breathe on 
the child, or that measles can be cured by 
taking the child * three parishes in 
a day. 

Weather is the n of quantities of 
absurd theories, among which some people 
rank first the idea that the government fore- 
casters can predict it There is a beliéf 
that mild winters follow a mi'd December 
—en unpleasant augury, if true. There were 
those who, some years ago, fired cannon and 
exploded aerial bombs to induce rainfall on 
thirsty farm lands. 

History abounds in things that never hap- 
pened. Wellington never said, “Up, guards, 
and at them!” at the battle of Waterloo.

Our breadstuff supply may be increased 
by one-twelfth, or 18,000,000 barrels of flour 
a ‘year, by milling our wheat so as to make 
81 per cent. of the kernel into flour, instead 
of 73 per cent. as at present.

Covering a long, marrow body of land of 
nearly 2000 square miles, siretching be- 
tween the Oregon line and San Francisco 
Bay, there is estimated to be over 80.009, 
000,000 feet of standing timber of this im- 
portant variety.

It is be- 
lieved to be the most dense forest, so far 
as big timber is concerned, in all the world. 

A remarkable charactéristic about this 
great redwood forest, is its pure state. Only 
redwood is found in the forest. The value 
of this lumber in commerce has been dis- 
covered very recently. Its proximity to the 


coast, with the many outlets from Crescent 


City to the Bay, offers inducements to lum- 
bering operations, which give promise of 
making this coast section a great feeder 
tor the countries of the world, when peace 
once more requires construction instead of 
destruction. The value of this slice of 
California's vast wooded area, for future 
ages, may only be imagined.

Scientifically known as Sequoia semper-

As an item of commercial importance, 
manufacture of redwood lumber on the 
Pacific Coast has become of vast conse- 
quence. As a substitute for the harder 
grained mahogany, which it resembles very 
much in appearance, redwood is used ex- 
tensively for interior finishing, both in 
public and private buildings. It is worked 
ap so much easier than mahogany and 
when subjected to the process of polishing, 
takes on a finish rivalling in every respect 
the rich shades of its foreign competitor. 
While, perhaps, for inside decoration and 
finishing, redwood derives its highest claim 
for favorable consideration, ft is a valuable 


timber line drops to about 1500 feet in the 
upper Sacramento Valley. Above this belt 
of yellow pine is found the hardier variety 
known as sugar pine, which seems to ac 
quire its best growth in the colder regions 
of the mountains. Throughout this pine 
belt of the Sierras, there ig scattered a 


valuable fr, known as Douglas fir. Scat- 
tered along the Sierra range from the 
vicinity of Mt Whitney forth, inter.

In 
both the redwood section and this upper sec- 
tion of the Sierra range the timber covers 
more square miles of territory than several 
States on the Atlantic side of the country. 
The wooded land of the State is estimated 
to be about 22 per cent. of the total area. 
It is idle time attempting to give figures 
on the total valuation of the standin; tim- 
ber of California. Government estimates of 
the standing timber in the waticnal! forests 
located within the timber area of tills State 
place the stumpage at ateut 11,000,000,000 
feet valued roughly at $200,900,000. The hold- 
ings of the national government in the total 
acreage of timbered land is comparatively 
small. Using these figures as a basis, any 
reasonable method of figuring will show the 


value of California's forests to be sufficient 


to pay our national debt several times over. 
Some Large Holdings of Timber. 
Ten private owners of timber land in Call- 
fornia now control approximately 42 per 
cent. of all standing timber, outside the na- 
tional forests. Two million four bundred 
and forty-eight thousand one hundred acres 
are thus controlled. Of these owners, the 

— Pacific Railway Company is the 
12 The estimated holdings of this 
company is nearly 110,00, 00% % board 
feet. This immense amount of standing 
pine, fr and redwood, es on both sides of 
the railroad for a distance of 686 miles. All 
the way from Portland to Sacramento its 
trains run through Espee owned timber. 
Within the State of California, 920,900 acres 
are held by the company. The Thomas B. 
Walker Co. control above 670,000 acres. 
The McCloud River Company, operating in 
the Siskiyou-Shasta section, hold upwards of 
250,000 acres of pine and fir. The Diamond 
Match Company come next with 160,00 
acres. 

About 280 persons, or companies, owa 
above 2000 acres each and the entire stand- 
ing timber, outside the forest reserves, is 
owned, or controlled, by a little more than 
1500 holders.

There will, however, be one old-time sailor 
who. will always think of the John and 
Winthrop as one of the hardiest of the 
whalers, and who will be sad when she 
breasts the briny deep as a bark. Joaquin 
Goncalves, who was steward on the old 
whaler when she made her first trip around 
Cape Horn in 1888, is now cooking for the 
men who are rebuilding the old boat. Joe 
is one of the picturesque figures that hark 
back to the good old whaling days. A Cape 
Verde islander, he shipped to California on 
the John and Winthrop. During the whaling 
period he worked on the various vessels. 
Alaska and the far northern islands are as 
a well-known book to him and many a thrill- 
ing yarn he spins while serving the meals 
for the repair crew, who are giving the old 
whaler a new “shape” and incidentally salv- 
aging all the copper with which the sides 
were riveted. 

There is still another angle to the game 
of profiting by robbing the ships’ graveyard. 
Not only are the timbers of the old whalers
